J O I N T R U L E S 

OF THK 

SENATE AND HOUSE OF KEPKESKNTATIVES. 


1. A Joint Assembly shall be formed by a Union of 
the Senate and Ilouse of Representatives in the Hall of 
the latter, at such time and for such si)ecific purpose only 
as may be expressed in a concurrent resolution of both 
Houses ; and may adjourn from time to time during the 
session of the General Assembly. The President of the 
Senate shall in all cases preside over, and the Secretary 
of the State, or in his absence, the Secretary of the 
Senate, shall officiate as Clerk of every Joint Assembly. 

2. The proceedings of every Joint Assembly, including 
the resolution ordering the same, shall be recorded by 
the Clerk in a book kept for that purpose, which shall be 
presented in the office of the Secretary of State, a copy 
of which shall be furnished to the Governor by the Sec- 
retary of State, and shall also be published with the 
Journal of the proceedings of the House of Representa- 
tives. 

3. The rules of the Senate, as far as applicable, shall 
be observed in regulating tlie proceedings of every Joint 
Assembly. 

4. A joint committee of three Senators and three Rep- 
resentatives shall be ax)pointed by the presiding officers 
of the two Houses respectively, to whom may be referred 
all documents transmitted by the Governor for the use of 
the General Assembly, who shall report thereon to that 
House from which they were received. 
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5. The committees of the Senate and House of Hepre- 
sentatives, to whom the same subject matter shall have 
been referred, may, for the purpose of facilitating busi- 
ness, meet together as a joint committee, and make a joint 
or separate report to either or both Houses, as they may 
think expedient. 

6. In every case of disagreement between the Senate 
and House of Eepresentatives, if either shall request a 
conference and appoint a committee for that purpose, and 
the other House shall also appoint a committee on its 
part, such committee shall meet at a convenient hour, to 

» be agreed upon by their chairman, in the conference 
room, and state to each other, verbally or in writing, the 
reasons of each House for its vote on the subject matter 
of disagreement, confer freely thereon, and make a report 
of their doings to their respective Houses as soon as 
may be. 

7. Committees of Conference shall consist of an equal 
number from each House, and shall return the papers 
referred to them to that House which last voted upon the 
subject matter of disagreement. 

8. After each House shall have adhered to the vote of 
disagreement, a bill or resolution shall be lost. 

9. "When bills and resolutions are on their passage be- 
tween the two Houses, they shall be verified by the attes- 
tation of the Secretary or Clerk of each House respec- 
tively, and all joint resolutions shall be fairly engrossed, 
after their passage, in the House in which they originate, 
and shall, when finally passed, be signed by tlie presiding 
officer of both Houses, in the same manner as bills. 

10. After bills have passed both Houses, and a certifi- 
cate, showing the one in which they respectively origi- 
nated, has been duly endorsed thereon, they shall be 
delivered to a joint standing committee of two Senators 
and two members of the House of Representatives, to be 

appointed by the presiding officers oi X\v^ Vw^i'ftssM^^^ 
respectively, and to be designated the Committee oi\ BnKls, 
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who shall make careful examination, and see that they arc 
correctly engrossed, both as regards the original bill, and 
all amendments thereto, and when satisfied of their accu- 
racy, shall present them, first to the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, and then to the President of the Sen- 
ate, for their oflicial signature.*, andhaving obtained them, 
they shall forthwith deliver them to the Governor for his 
approval, and shall make a true report to both Houses of 
the day on which such bill was delivered to the Governor, 
which shall be duly entered upon the Journalof each House. 

11. A joint committee of two Senators and two Repre- 
sentatives shall be appointed by the presiding oflficers of 
the two Houses respectively, at the commencement of 
the session, to be designated the Commiitre on Joint 
Rules, 

12. When a bill or resolution, which shall buve passed 
one House, is rejected in the other, notice thereof shall 
be given to the House in which the same shall have 
passed ; and all such rejected bills or resolutions, with 
the accompanying papers, shall be returned to, and left 
in the custody of the House which first acted on them. 

13. Each House shall transmit to the other all papers 
on which any bill or resolution shall be founded ; and 
should any bill or resolution pass both Houses, the same 
papers shall be delivered to the Governor. 

14. No bill, which shall have passed one House, shall 
be sent for concurrence to the other, on the last day of 
the session. 

15. The final adjournment of the General Assembly 
shall be fixed at an hour between six o*clock A, M. and 
nine o'clock in the afternoon. 

16. A two-thirds vote of all present shall be required 
for the suspension of any joint rule. 

17. A joint committee on the Library, consisting of 
two Senators and three Representatives, shall, on nomi- 
nation of the presiding officers of their respective Houses, 
be appointed by each Hoxxse xe^^^cMv^^^. 


RULES OF THE SENATE. * 


1. 

The credentials of Senators shall be presented to the 
Secretary or Assistant Secretary previous to ten o'clock 
on the morning of the second Thursday of October, at 
which time the Senate shall be called to order. The 
names of the Senators shall be called over, and when a 
quorum shall have taken their seats, they shall take the 

following oath, viz : '*I , a Senator for the County 

of , in the State of Vermont, October Session, 

18 , do solemnly swear that I will be faithful and true 

to the State of Vermont, and that I will not, directly or 
indirectly, do any act or thing injurious to the constitu- 
tion or government thereof, as established by convention. 
So help me God. And I also solemnly swear that, as a 
member of this Senate, I will not propose or assent to 
any bill, vote, or resolution, which shall appear to me 
injurious to the people, nor do or consent to any act or 
tiling whatever, that shall have a tendency to lessen or 
abridge their rights and privileges, as declared by the 
Constitution of this State ; but will in all things conduct 
myself as a faithful, honest representative and guardian 
of the people, according to the best of my judgment and 
abilities. So help me God." Whereupon they shall, on 
nomination of the President, appoint a canvassing com- 
mittee, consisting of one Senator from each county, to 
join such committee as the House of Representatives 
may appoint, whose duty shall be to receive, sort, and 
count the votes for Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, and 
Treasurer, and make report thereof to the ^oiivt \y.s^cYc^\^ 
of both Houses. 
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2 
The Senate shall meet every day (Sundays excepted) 
at ten o'clock in the morning, and two o'clock in the 
afcernoon, unless otherwise specially ordered. 

3. 

The President having taken the chair, and a quorum 
being present, the journal of the preceding day shall bo 
read and all the errors therein corrected. 

In ease no quorum shall assemble within lifteen min- 
utes after the time to which the Senate was adjourned, 
those present shall have the power to send the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, or other officer, after the absentees, and com- 
pel their attendance. 

5. 
Whenever the Senate shall assemble, according to ad- 
journment, or at the commencement of a session, and the 
President shall be absent, it shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary, if present, if not, of a Senator, to call to order ; 
and the Senators present, if a quorum, shall by ballot 
elect a President pro tempore. 

6. 

Ko Senator shall be absent without leave, unless he is 
sick, or otherwise necessarily detained. 

7. 

No Senator shall audibly speak to another, or otherwise 
interrupt the business of the Senate, while the journal or 
other public papers are being read, or while a Senator is 
orderly speaking in debate. 

3. 

Every Senator, when he speaks, shall, standing in his 
place J address the Preaidetvl. ^xv^v?V^xi V^ V^^ ^j^ssn^'^^^ 
ah&ll sit down. 
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9. 

No member shall speak more than twice on the same 
qnestion, without leave of the Senate ; and Senators who 
have once spoken, shall not again be entitled to the floor 
(except for the purpose of explanation), to the exclusion 
of another who lias not spoken. 

10. 

In all cases, the Senator first rising and addressing the 
President (subject to the restriction of rule 9), shall be 
entitled to the floor, and when two or more arise at the 
same time, the President shall name the one who is to 
speak. 

11. 

When a Senator shall be called to order he shall sit 
down ; and every question of order shall be decided by 
the President without debate, subject to an appeal to the 
Senate. 

If a Senator be called to order for words spoken, the 
exceptional words shall be immediately taken down in 
writing by the Senator calling to order, that the President 
may be better enabled to judge of the matter. 

13. 

The first hour of each morning's sitting may be devoted 

to the reception and disposal of petitions, memorials and 

remonstrances, motions, resolutions and the introduction 

of bills; after which, the orders of the day, or other 

proper business, shall be announced, always commencing 

with the unfinished business of the last sitting. The 

first hour of the afternoon's sitting may be occupied in 

receiving and disposing of reports of committees, and in 

completing the Easiness of the moxiAxig W\« \ «! 1^<^ 

expiration of vrhich, the Senate w\\\ agaVtv laV<i >rB ^'^ 

orders of the day. 
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14. 
Reports of committees may be signed by any member 
in behalf of the committee, and shall be by him presented 
to the Senate, when the call for reports is made. The 
signer of each report shall be held responsible for the 
accuracy of its statements and the propriety of its lan- 
guage, and when the same shall be under consideration, 
he shall be further liable to give additional statements of 
facts or other explanations in answer to the call of any 
Senator. 

15. 

The proceedings of the Senate, except when acting as 
in Committee of the Whole, embracing the titles of bills 
and such parts thereof as may be affected by the proposed 
amendments, and also, the names of the Senators, and the 
votes which they give on every question decided by 
yeas and nays, shall be by the Secretary accurately and 
concisely inserted in the journal. 

IG. 

The Senate shall annually, within the first four days of 
actual sitting, elect, by ballot, a Secretary, and an Assis- 
tant Secretary, who shall be severally sworn to the faithful 
discharge of their duties, and shalUiold their offices until 
superseded by a new election. The Assistant Secretary 
shall be, ex officio, engaossing clerk. 

17. 
At each annual session, the Senate shall appoint the 
following committees, to consist of three members each, 
to wit : 

A Committee on Rules. 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Judiciary. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education.

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A Committee on Elections. 
A Committee on Military Affairs. 
A Committee on Eoads. 
A Committee on Banks.

All Select Committees shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, unless otherwise ordered by the Senate. 

18. • 

All bills after the second reading, and all petitions, 
memorials, remonstrances, resolutions, and other papers, 
calling for legislative action (except such as have been 
reported by a committee), no objection being made, shall 
be referred by the President to appropriate committees. 

19. 

Before any resolution, any petition, or other paper 
addressed to the Senate, shall be received and read, 
whether the same shall be introduced by the President or 
a Senator, the title shall be fairly endorsed thereon, and 
a brief statement of its objects or contents shall be made 
by the introducer. 

20. 
Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, 
if required thereto by the President or a Senator, and a 
motion to lay another motion, the latter not being in 
writing, on the table, or otherwise to dispose of it, shall 
not be in order. 

21. 

Every bill shall receive three readings before it is 

passed ; the President shall give notice at each reading 

whether it be the first, second, or third ; the last of which 

reading of public bills shall be at least twenty-four hours 

a^er the Srst read'ujg, unless the Senate TXTi«ciiVKvo>i%\^ 

diroct otherwise; provided that bills may be xeavV \Xv^

P]very bill originating in the Senate shall, before it is 
read the third time, be fairly engrossed. No amendment 
shall be received at the third reading, but it may be com- 
mitted for amendment at any time before its final passage. 

24, 

Motions on bills and resolutions shall be sustained in 
the following order: 1. To postpone indefinitely. 2. 
To lay on the table. 3. To commit, 4. To amend. 

25. 

A call for the previous question shall not at any time 
be in order. A motion to adjourn shall always be in- 
order, and shall be decided without debate. 

26. 

If tlie question in debate contains several points, tlie 
same may be divided on the demand of a Senator. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall not be divided, but 
the rejection of a motion to strike out and insert one 
proposition shall not preclude a motion to strike out and 
insert a different one, or amotion simply to strike out; 
nor shall the rejection of a motion simply to strike, out, 
prevent a subsequent one to strike out and insert. 

27. 
In filling blanks the largest sum and the longest time- 
shall be first in order. 
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28. 

When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same 
is objected to by a Senator, the question shall be deter- 
mined by a vote of the Senate. 

29. 

Tlie yeas and nays shall be taken on the call of a Sen- 
ator, and every Senator present shall vote unless excused 
by the Senate ; but no Senator shall be compelled to vote 
who was absent when the question was stated hy the 
President, nor shall any one be permitted to vote who was 
absent when his name was called, nor after the decision 
of the question has been announced from the chair. 

30. 

No Senator in the minority, nor one who did not vote 
on the decision of a question, shall have a right to move 
a reconsideration thereof; nor shall any motion for 
reconsideration be in order unless made before the close 
of the next day of actual sitting of the Senate, after that 
in which the vote was taken, and before the bill, resolu- 
tion, report, amendment, address or motion, upon which 
the vote was taken, shall, in the regular progress of 
business, have gone out of the possession of tho Senate. 

31. 

On all questions, in the decision of which a simple 
migority is required, when the Senate is equally divided, 
the Secretary shall take the casting vote of the President, 
In all such cases, a motion for reconsideration, if made 
in time, shall be in order from any Senator who voted on 
the question. 

32. 

The President shall have the right to call upon any 

Senator to discharge the duties of the Chair, whenever 

he shall find it necessary temporarily to retire ; but such 

substitution shall not extend beyond more than one f^- 

journwent 
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33. 

The Senate havinj; taken the final vote on any question, 
the same shall not again he in order during the same 
session, in any form whatever, except hy way of recon- 
sideration ; and when a motion for reconsideration has 
been decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered. 

34. 

No proposition to amend the rules of the Senate, or 
the joint rtiles of both houses, shall be acted on until the 
same shall have been before the Senate at least twenty- 
four hours ; and no rule of the Senate shall be suspended 
except by the vote of three-fourths of the members 
present, 

35. 

Messages shall be sent to the House of Kepresentatives 
\)y the Secretary or Assistant Secretary. 

3(3. 
Reporters may be placed on the floor of the Senate, 
under the direction of the Secretary, with tlie approbatiofi 
of the President. 

37. 
No person shall be admitted witliin the lobby of the 
Senate Chamber, except the Governor, Treasurer of the 
State, Auditor of Accounts, members of the other House, 
Judges of the Supreme Court, Circuit Judges, Senators 
and Representatives in Congress, Ex-Governors and 
Lieut. Governors, Ex-Judges of the Supreme Court, Ex- 
Senators of the State Senate, District Judge and Attorney 
of the United States, members of other State -Legisla- 
tures, Clerk and Assistant Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and the Secretary of Civil and Military 
Affairs, and such ladies and gentlemen as the President 
or a Senator may introduce. 

38. 

When in session the Senators shall sit with their heads 
uncovered. 
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39. 

Ul-on any disorderly conduct in tlie gallery, the Presi- 
dent may order the same to be cleared. 

40. 

Whenever a bill or resolution is laid on the table, by 
order of the Senate, and shall have remained on the table 
twenty-four hours, it shall be subject to be taken up by 
the Chair, and presented for the consideration of the 
Senate, without a call or order on the subject. 

41. 

There shall be one Door-Keeper and one assistant 
Door-Keeper of the Senate; and the Secretary may 
appoint two boys to attend in the Senate Chamber. 

42. 

CHOICE OF SEATS. 

At nine o'clock on the morning of the first day of the 
session, and before the Senate shall be called to order, 
the Secretary shall place in a box prepared for the pur- 
pose, fourteen ballots, designating by name the several 
counties in the State, and shall proceed to draw threfrom, 
impartially, one ballot at a time until all are drawn. And 
as each ballot is drawn, the Senator or Senators, from the 
county designated by such ballot, shall, personally, if 
present, or may, by proxy, if absent, select his or their 
seat or seats.

STATE LIBRARY 


1. The Library shall be kept open each day, at suitable 
hours, of the session of every Legislature and Constitu- 
tional Convention, when the Librarian, or his Assistants, 
shall be present. And no person shall be allowed access 
to the Library at any time except in the presence of the 
Librarian or Assistants. 

2. Books may be taken from the Library by the Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor; the Secretary of Civil 
and Military Affairs ; Members of the Senate and House 
and their Clerks ; Members of the Constitutional Con- 
vention and its Clerks ; Heads of Departments ; Judges 
of the Supreme Court ; Trustees of the J^ibrary ; Secre- 
tary and Members of the Board of Education. 

3. The right to take and keep books by the Members 
and Clerks of a Legislature, or Constitutional Conven- 
tion, is limited to the time said Legislature or Convention 
may be in session, and no other person shall keep a book . 
from the Library more than twenty days. 

4. The Librarian shall keep records in which he shall 
enter all books taken from the Library ; and every person 
taking a book shall be responsible for its return agreeably 
to the rules of the Library, until the Librarian shall can- 
cel the charge. And no book shall be taken from the 
Library until the same has been so charged. 

5. Every book placed on the shelves of the Library shall 
be stamped on the outside and inside, when practicable, 
with the words '• Vermont State Library," in such a 
manner as to be indelibly inscribed.

8. The Library and Library Kooms shall be under the 
control and charge of the Librarian, and he shall care- 
fully preserve the books and all other property belonging 
to the Library ; and if any loss or damage to the same 
shall happen from his want of care, or any violation of 
the rules of the Library, by him poiniittcd, he shall be 
personally responsible for the same. 

9. If on notice to any person that the time for which 
any book or books have been drawn from the Library by 
such person, has expired, such person shall neglect to 
return such book or books to the Library for more than 
three days after such notice, such person shall be liable 
to pay to the State double the value of such book or 
books, which value shall be estimated at the cost of re- 
placing the same. 

10. If any person shall take from the Lilirary any book 
or other article belonging to the same, without being 
properly authorized so to do, such person shall be liable 
to pay to the State double tlie value of such book or other 
article, and shall also pay a penalty often dollars. 

11. If any person shall have in his possession any 
book or other article belonging to the Library, and shall 
neglect to return the same to tlie Library on demand, 
such person shall be liable to pay to the State double the 
value of such book or other article, and also a penalty of 
ten dollars.

You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that, as a member 
of this assembly, you will not propose or assent to any 
bill, vote, or resolution, which shall appear to you inju- 
rious to the people, nor do or consent to any act or thing 
whatever, that shall have a tendency to lessen or abridge 
tlieir rights and privileges, as declared by the Constitu- 
tion of this State ; but will in all things conduct yourself 
as a faithful, honest representative and guardian of the 
people, according to the best of your judgment and 
abilities. So help you God ^in case of an oath), under 
the pains and penalties of perjury, (in case of an affirma- 
tion). 

Rule 1 of the Senate requires the following oath to

You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that you

To insure a systematic and correct performance of 
duties in tins Department, the Clerk of tlie House of 
Representatives establishes the following Regulations :

I. To officiate at the Reading Desk wlien required by 
the Clerk, and in case of his absence to perform his duty 
generally.

II. To make all proper entries in the Senate and House 
bill-books, and send to the printer all bills to be printed. 

III. To deliver all messages to the Senate. 
Third Assistant Clerk. — It is his special duty : 

I. To engross all bills and resolutions ordered to be 
engrossed. 

II. By direction of the Clerk to aid in the performance 
of the general duties of the Department, or to perform 
any services appertaining to the d\it\e^ Qt\\5»ft.^\Jj&x kajsss.- 
tsLnts that may be necessary. 
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GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

I. £ach Assistant will, when not engaged in the per- 
formance of his own special duties, render such assis- 
tance to the Clerk and his associate Assistants as may be 
in liis power, or the pressure of duties in a particular 
department may render necessary. Each will, when not 
engaged in a special duty, attend punctually to all calls 
for information which may be made by Members or 
Reporters, and is expected to render Members all proper 
clerical assistance which may be. requested, the perform- 
ance of which will not interfere with his regular duties ; 
to furnish Members with any information in his power 
relative to any bill or paper referred or on tile, and at all 
times to maintain towards Members, reporters, and 
associate Assistants perfect courtesy of demeanor. 

II. The hours of service each day are from 8 o'clock 
in the morning till adjournment, and with the exception 
of a suitable time for dinner, until all the duties of the 
day have been fully performed, saving a suitable time, 
also, for supper. 

III. Each assistant will remain at his post at the 
Clerk's table during the session, unless called therefrom 
in the regular performance of his duties. 

IV. The following acts will be 'considered breaches of 
duty on the part of any officer in tlie Clerk's Department, 
and will be noticed accordingly ; 

I. Want of punctuality. 

II. Willful neglect of any of tlio above proscribed 
duties. 

III. Absence from the desk without good reason. 

IV. Interference with legislation. 

No journal, record, or paper of any kind must betaken 
from the desk, unless by express permission of the 
Clerk, and it is desired that no unnecessary interruption 
be made him while engaged in making the journal.

The governor shall 
be captain-general and commander-in-chief of the 
forces of the state, but shall not command in person, 
except advised thereto by the council, and then only 
so long as they shall approve thereof. And the lieu- 
tenant governor shall, by virtue of his office, be lieu- 
tenant-general of all the forces of the state. The 
governor or lieutenant governor, [and the council,] 
shall meet at the time and place with the general as- 
sembly: [the lieutenant governor shall, during the 
presence of the commander-in-chief, vote and act as 
one of the council ; and the govenior, and in his ab- 
sence the lieutenant governor, shall, by virtue of their 
ojfices, preside in council, and have a casting, but no 
other vote. Every member of the council shall be a 
justice of the peace for the whole state, by virtue of his 
office. The governor and council shall have a secreta- 
ry, and keep fair books of their proceedings, wherein 
any councillor may enter his dissent, with his reasons 
to support it. And the governor may appoint a secre- 
tary for himself and his council.] (See the articles of 

an^}dinmt,) 

Sec. 15. The representatives having met and chosea 
their speaker and clerk, shall, each of them, before 
they proceed to business, take and subscribe, as well 
the oath or affirmation of allegiance hereinafter direct- 
od, (except where they shall produce certificates of 
their having heretofore taken and subscribed the same,) 
as tho foUowlnrr oath or affirmation, viz. ; 
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Se<\ 17. Xo money shall be drawn out of the treas- 
ury, unless first appropriated by act of legislation. 

Sec. 18. No person shall be elected a representa- 
tive until he has resided two years in this state, the 
last of which shall be in the town for which he is 
elected. 

Sec. 19. No member of the [council,] {senate,y 
cr house of representatives, shall directly or indirectly 
receive any fee or reward to bring forward or advocate 
any bill, petition, or other business to be transacted in 
the legislature, or advocate any cause as counsel in 
either house of legislation, except when employed in 
behalf of the state. 

Sec. 20. No person ought, in any case, or in any 
time, to be declared guilty of treason, or felony, by 
the legislature. 

Sec. 21. Every man of the full age of twenty-one 
years, having resided in the state for the space of one 
whole year next before the election of representative, 
and is of a quiet and peaceable behaviour, and will 
take the following oath or affirmation, shall be entitled 
to all the privileges of a freeman of this state : 

** You solemnfy swear (or affirm^ that whenever you 
give your vote or suffrage, touching any matter that 
concerns the state of Vermont, you will do i4 so as in 
your conscience you shall judge will most conduce to 
the best good of the same, as established by the con- 
stitution, without fear or favor of any man." {8ee the 
first article of amendment.) 

Sec. 22. The inhabitants of this state shall be 
trained and armed for its defence, under such regula- 
tions, restrictions and exceptions, as^ Congress, agree- 
ably to the constitution of the United States, and the 
legislature of this state, shall direct. The several com- 
panies of militia shall, as often as vacancies happen, 
elect their captain and other officers, and the captains 
and subalterns shall nominate and recommend the field 
officers of their respective regiments, who shall appoint 
their staif-officers. 

Sec. 23. All commissions shall be in the name of 

the freemen of the state of Vermont, sealed with the 

state seal, signed by the governor, and in his absence, 

the lieutenant governor, and attested by the secretary : 

which seal shall be irept by the governor. 
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Sec. 24. Ever}' officer of state, whether judicial or 
executive, shall be liable to be impeached by the gen- 
eral assembly, either when in office, or after his resig- 
nation or removal, for mal-administration. [All im- 
peachments shall be before the governor and council, 
who shall hear and determine the same, and may award 
costs ; and no trial or impeachment shall be a bar to a 
prosecution at law.] (See the seventh article'Of amend- 
ment,) 

Sec. 25. As every freeman, to preserve his inde- 
pendence, (if without a sufficient estate,) ought to have 
some profession, calling, trade, or farm. Thereby he 
may honestly subsist, uiere can be no necessity for, 
nor use in, establishing offices of profit, the usual ef- 
fects of which are dependence and servility, unbecoming 
freemen, in the possessors or expectants, and faction, 
contention and discord amon^ the people. But if any 
man is called into public service to the prejudice of his 
private afEairs, he nas a right to a reasonable compen- 
sation; and whenever an office, through increase of 
fees, or otherwise, become so profitable as to o*ccasion 
many to a{)ply for it, the profits ought to be lessened 
by the legislature. And if any officer shall wittingly 
and wilfuUy take greater fees than the law allows him, 
it shall ever after disqualify him from holding any of- 
fice in tins state, until he shall be restored by act of 
legislation. 

Sec. 26. Xo person in this state shall be capable of 
holding or exercising more than one of the following 
offices at the same time, viz : governor, lieutenant 
governor, judge of the supreme court, treasurer of the 
state, member of the council, member of the general 
assembly, surveyor-general, or sheriff. Nor shall any 
person, holding any office of profit or trust under the 
authority of Congress, be eligible to any appointment 
in the legislature, or of holding an executive or judici- 
ary office under this state. 

Sbc. 27. [The treasurer of the state shall, before 
the governor and council, give sufficient security to

Sec. 28. The treasurer's account shall be annually 
audited, and a fair statement thereof be laid before the 
general assembly, at their session in October. 

Sec. 29. Every officer, whether judicial, executive, 
or military, in audiority under this state, before he en- 
ters upon the execution of his office, shall take and sub- 
scribe the following oath, or affirmation, of allegiance 
to this state (unless he shall produce evidence that he 
has before taken the same) ; and also the following oath 
or affirmation of office, except military officers, and 
such as shall be exempted by the legislature : 

THE OATH, OR AFFIRMATIOX, OF ALLEGLVXCE. 

** You do solemnly swear (or affirm) 

that you will be true and faithful to the state of Ver- 
mont, and that you will not, directly or indirectly, do 
any act or thing injurious to the constitution or gov- 
ernment thereot, as established by convention. (If 
an oath) So help you God, (if an affirmation) under the 
pains *and penalties of perjury.^' 

, THE OATH, OR AFFIRifATIOX, OF OFFICE. 

** You do solemnly swear (or affinn) 

that you will faithfully execute the office of 
for the of and will therein do equal 

right and justice to all men, to the best of your judg- 
ment and abilities, according to law. (If an oath) So 
help you God, (if an affirmation) under the pains and 
penalties of perjury." 

Sec. 30. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor, or lieutenant governor, until he shall have 
resided in this state four years next preceding the day 
of his election. 

Sec. 31. Trials of issues proper for the cognizance 
of a jury, in the supreme and county courts, shall be 
by jury, except where the parties otherwise agree: 
and great care ought to be taken to prevent corrup- 
tion, or partiality, in the choice and return, or appoint- 
ment of juries. 

Sec. 32. All prosecutions shall commence. By the 

authority of the State of Verinont : all indictments 

shall conclude with these words : ayainst the peace and 

dignity of the state : and all fines shall be proportioned 

to the offencea. 
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Si2C. 33. The person of a debtor, where there is not 
strong presumption of fraud, shall not be continued in 
prison after delivering up and assigning over, bona 
fidt^ all his estate, real and personal, in possession, 
reversion, or remainder, for the use of his creditors, in 
such manner as shall be hereafter regulated by law. 
And all prisoners, unless in execution, or committed for 
capital offences, when the proof is evident or presumption 
g]%at, shall be bailable, by sufficient sureties ; nor shall 
excessive bail be exacted for bailable offences. 

Sec. 34. All elections, whether by the people, or 
the legislature, shall be ^e and voluntary ; and any 
elector, who shall receive any gift, or reward, for his 
vote, in meat, drink, moneys, or otherwise, shall 
forfeit his right to elect at that time, and suffer such 
other penalty as the law shall direct ; and any person 
who shall directly or indirectly give, promise, or 
bestow, any such reward to be elected, shall thereby be 
rendered incapable to serve for the ensuing year, and 
be subject to such further punishment as a future 
legislature may direct. 

Sec. 3o. All deeds and conveyances of land shall be 
recorded in the town clerk's office, in their respective 
towns, and for want thereof in the county clerk's office 
of the same county. 

Sec. 36. The legislature shall regulate entails, in 
such manner as to prevent perpetuities. 

Sec. 37. To deter more effectually from the com- 
mission of crimes, by continued visible punishments of 
long duration, and to make sanguinary punishments 
less necessary, means ought to be provided for punishing 
by hard labor, those who shall be convicted of crimes 
not capital, whereby the criminal shall be employed 
for the benefit of the public, or for the reparation 
of injuries done to private persons ; and all persons, at 
proper times, ought to be permitted to see them at their 
labor. 

Sbc. 38. The estates of such persons as mav destroy 
their own lives, shall not, for that offence, be forfeited ; 
but descend, or ascend, in the same manner as if such 
persons had died in a natural way. Nor shall any 
article, which shall accidently occasion the death of any 
person, be henceforth deemed a deodand, or in an^ 
wise forfeited on account oi %uc\\ TKv^\v>T\>axvft . 
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Sec. 39. Everj- person of good character, who comes 
to settle in this otate, having first taken an oath or 
affirmation of allegiance to the same, may purchase, or 
by other means acquire, hold, and transfer land, or 
other real estate, and after one yearns residence shall be 
deemed a free denizen Uiereof , and entitled to all rights 
of a natural bom subject of this State ; except that he 
shall not be capable of being elected governor, lieutenant 
governor, treasurer, councillor, or representative in 
assembly, until after two years' residence. 

Sec. 40. The inhabitants of this State shall have 
liberty, in seasonable times, to hunt and fowl, on the 
lands they hold, and on other lands not enclosed, and 
in like manner to fish in all boatable and other waters, 
(not private property,) under proper regulations to be 
hereafter made and provided by the general assembly. 

Sec. 41. Laws for the encouragement of virtue and 
prevention of vice and immorality ought to be constantly 
kept in force, and duly executed; and a competent 
number of schools ought to be maintained in each town, 
for the convenient instruction of youth, and one or more 
grammar schools be incorporated and properly support- 
ed, in each county in this state. And all religious 
societies or bodies of men that may be hereafter united 
or incorporated for the advancement of religion and 
learning, or for other pious and charitable purposes, 
shall be encouraged and protected in the enjoyment of 
the privileges, immunities, and estates, which they in 
justice ought to enjoy, under such regulations as the 
general assembly of this state shall direct. 

Sec. 42. The declaration of the political rights and 
privileges of the inhabitants of this state, is hereby 
declared to be a part of the constitution of this 
commonwealth, and ought not to be violated on any 
pretence whatsoever. 

Sec. 48. In order that the freedom of this common- 
wealth may be preserved inviolate forever, there shall 
be chosen by ballot, by the freemen of this state, on 
the last Wednesday in March, in the year one thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-nine, and on the last 
Wednesday in March in every seven years thereafter, 
thirteen persons, who shall be chosen in the same 
manner the council is chosen, except they shall not be 
out of the council or general assembly, to be called the 
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council of censors f who shall meet together on the first 
Wednesdfay of June next ensuing their election, the 
majority of whom shall be a quorum in every case, 
except as to calling a convention, in which two-thirds of 
the whole number elected shall agree ; and whose duty 
it shall be to inquire whether the constitution has been 
preserved inviolate in every part during the last 
septenary^ (including the year of their service,) and 
whether the legislative and executive branches of 
government have performed their duty as guardians of 
the people, or assumed to themselves, or exercised other 
or greater powers than they are entitled to by the 
constitution. They are also toinquirc whether the public 
taxes have been justly laid and collected in all parts of 
this commonwealth : m what manner the public moneys 
have been disposed of, and whether the laws have been 
duly executed. For these purposes they shall have 
power to send for persons, papers and records ; — they 
shall have authority to pass public censures, to order 
impeachments, and to recommend to the legislature the 
repealing such laws as shall appear to them to have 
been passed contrary to the principles of the constitution : 
these powers they shall c(9ntinue to have for and during 
the space of one year from the day of their election, 
and no longer. The said council of censors shall 
also have power to call a convention, to meet within 
two years after their sitting, if there appears to them 
an absolute necessity of amending any article of this 
constitution which may be defective, explaining such as 
riiay be thought not clearly expressed, and of adding 
.such as are necessary, for the preservation of the rights 
and happiness of the people. But the articles to be 
amended, and the amendments proposed, and such 
articles as are proposed to be added or abolished, shall 
be promulgated at least six months before the day 
appointed for the election of such convention, for tho 
previous consideration of the people, that they may 
iiave an opportunity of instructing their delegates on 
Uie subject. 
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AUTICLES OF AMENDMENT. 

Article J . No person, who is not already a free- 
man of this state, shall be entitled to exercise the priv- 
ileges of a freeman, unless he be a natural bom 
citizen of this, or some one of the United States, or 
until he shall have been naturalized, agreeably to the 
acts of congress. 

Art. 2. The most numerous branch of the legisla- 
ture of this state shall hereafter be styled the House of 
Representatives. 

Art. 3. The supreme legislative power of this state 
shall hereafter be exercised by a Senate and the House 
of Representatives; which shall be styled, *'The Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Vermont." Each shall 
have and exercise the like powers in all acts of legis- 
lation ; and no bill, resolution or other thing, which 
shall have been passed by the one, shall have the ef- 
fect of, or be declared to be, a law, without the concur- 
rence of the other. Provided, that all revenue bills 
shall originate in the house of representatives, — but 
the senate may propose or concur with amendments, as 
on other bills. Neither house, during the session of 
the general assembly, shall, without the consent of the 
other, adjourn for more than three days, nor to any 
other place than that in which the two houses shall be 
sitting, — and in case of disagreement between the two 
houses, with respect to adjournment, the governor may 
adjourn them to such time as he shall think proper. 

Art. 4. [The Senate shall be composed of thirty 
senators, to be of the freemen of the county for which 
they are elected, respectively, who are thirty years of 
age or upwards, and to be annually elected by the free- 
men of each county respectively. Each county shall 
be entitled to one senator, at least, and the remainder 
of the senators shall be apportioned to the several 
counties according to their population, as the same waa 
ascertained bv the last census, taken under the author- 
ity of the United States — regard being always had, im 
such apportionment, to the counties having the great- 
est fraction. But the several counties shall, until after 
the next census of the United States, be entitled to 
plect, and have their senators, in the following propor- 
//b/7, f(? wit: — 
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Bennington county, two ; Windham count/, three ; 
Rutland county, three ; Windsor county, four ; Addi- 
son county, three ; Orange county, three ; Washington 
county, two; Chittenden county, two ; Caledonia coun? 
tYf two ; Franklin county, three ; Orleans county, one ; 
Essex county, one ; Gand Isle county, one. 

The legislature shall make a new apportionment of 
the senators, to the several counties, after the taking of 
each census of the United States, or census taken for 
the purpose of such apportionment, by order of the gov- 
emment of this state, always regarding the above pro- 
visions in this article.] {See the twenty-third article 
of amendment.) 

Art. 6. The freemen of the several towns in each 
county, shall annually give their votes for the senators, 
apportioned to such county, at the same time and un- 
der the same regulations, as are now provided for the 
election of councillors.* And the person or persons, 
equal in number, to the number of senators apportion- 
ed to such county, having the greatest number of legal 
votes in such county respectively, shall be the senator 
or senators of such county. At every election of sena- 
tors, after the votes shall have been taken, the consta- 
ble or presiding officer, assisted by the selectmen and 
civil authority present, shall sort and count the said 
votes, and'make two lists of the names of each person, 
with the number of votes given for each annexed to his 
name, a record of which shall be made in the town 
clerk's office, and shall seal up said lists, separately, 
and write, on each, the name of the town, and these 
wordp, "Votes for Senator," or •* Votes for Senators," 
as the case may be, one of which lists shall be delivered 
by the presiding officer to the representative of said 
town, (if any) and if none be chosen, to the represen- 
tative of an adjoining town, to be transmitted to the 
president of the senate ; the other list, the said presid- 
mg officer shall, within ten days, deliver to the clerk 
of the county court, for the same county, and the clerk 
of each county court, respectively, or in case of his ab- 
sence or disability, the sheriff of such<;ounty, or in case 
of the absence or disability of both, the high biuliff of 
such county, on the tenth day after such election, shall 
publicly open, sort and count said votes, and make a 
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CALL OP THE HOUSE. 

On a call of the House each person rises up 
as he is called and answers ; the absentees 
are then only noted, but no excnse to be made 
till the House be fully called over. Then the 
absentees are called a second time, and if still 
absent, excuses are to be heard. 

Orders for calls on different days may sub- 
sist at the same time. 

If a motion for a call of the House passes 
in the negative, a second motion for the same 
purpose is not in order until after the inter- 
vention of some parliamentary proceeding. 

Oushing. 

Unless a motion for a call of the House is 
restrained or regulated by some rule, it will 
take precedence of and suspend any other mo- 
tion then pending, whether principal or sub- 
sidiary. — Cushing, 

[During a call, the galleries and lobbies are 
cleared, the doors closed, and business sus- 
pended. 

Proceedings under a call of the House may 
be suspended wholly or in part, when a quo- 
rum has been secured.] 

SPEAKER. 

There are certain duties pertaining to the 
oflSce of Speaker, which are not necessary to 
be specified — by rule being so obviously proper 
and right as to be indisputable. We take the 
following from Mr. Cushing's Law and Prac- 
tice of Legislative Bodies as sufficient for the 
purpose of this work : 
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1. The Speaker pats all questions and de- 
clares the determination of the House. 

2. He communicates its resolutions to oth- 
ers, conveys its thanks and expresses its cen- 
sures, its reprimands or its admonitions. 

3. He is the representative of the House it- 
self in its powers, its proceedings and its dig- 
nity. 

4. He announces the business before the As- 
sembly, in the order in which it is to be acted 
upon. 

5. To restrain the members when engaged 
in debate within the rules of order. 

6. To receive messages and other communi- 
cations from other branches of the government 
and announce them to the Assembly. 

7. When a legislative body is engaged in 
its judicial functions, it is the duty of the pre- 
siding officer to conduct the proceedings, to 
put questions to parties and witnesses and to 
pronounce sentence or judgment. 

8. He is always a member, and may preset 
petiti(^, memorials and remonstrances sent to 

him. 

[In this state he possesses the right to vote 
as other members, on all questions before the 
body, and may leave the chair and address the 
House on any question, though this is seldom 
done ezeept it be on an appeal from his decis- 
ion or in relation \A some matter in which his 
constituents are deeply interested.] 

If a member is called to the chair by the 
Speaker, he for the time being exercises all the 
functions of the regular Speaker. ThU «nh> 
Btitution cannot extend\)e^QiYA%2^^dS$!iQst^'^^^s^^ 
except as pointed out \i7 roXe. ^^ 
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Tke President and Speaker pro temparef 
whilst they retain liieir right to vote, being 
members of their respeotiye Hooses, part wi£ 
the right to participate in debate or to speak 
from the chair, except upon points of order, 
being subject in this respect to the rule appli- 
cable to their principals. 

COMMITTEES. 

Standing committees are appointed to con- 
tinue through the session. The person first 
named is generally permitted to act as chair- 
man. But this is a matter of courtesy, every 
committee having a right to elect their own 
chairman > who presides over them, puts ques- 
tions and reports their proceedings to the 
House. 

So soon as the House is in session and a 
committee is notified of it, the chairman is in 
duty bound to rise instanUy and the members 
^o attend upon the service of the House. 

[In the appointment of committees, whether 
Btcmding or select, the House has at all times 
the power to choose its own mode of selection. 
Under the rule the Speaker is invested with 
the authority to appoint, but the House can 
choose aoy other method it deems proper.] 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

The form of going from the House into com- 
mittee of the whole, is for the Speaker, on mo- 
tion^ to put the question, that the House do 
, now resolve itself into a committee ot Wx^'wkote 
to take under consideratiou such am«A.t«c,ii%sii- 
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by aa original bill, in accordance with a pe- 
tition, or by order of the House, or the commit- 
tee's own views of public interest or policy, 
such bill must have its first and second read- 
ings before any disposition can be made of it. 

If the report of a committee be adverse to a 
bill, the question of agreeing to the report may 
be taken forthwith. 

If the report be neither favorable or ad- 
Terse, the bill may be recommitted for an 
opinion, or disposed of as other bills coming 
from the committee with a favorable report 
thereon. — CroswelL 

If a committee, being equally divided in 
opinion, finds itself unable to determine the 
matter referred to it, it may refer the matter 
back to the determination of the House, or it 
may report a statement of the facts, and there- 
upon ask to be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the snhjQGt.— Journal of the HousCy 
Nineteenth Congress 1st Session. 

RECOMMITMENT OP BILLS. 

After a bill has been committed and report- 
ed, it ought not, in an ordinary course, to be 
recommitted. But in cases of importance, and 
for special reasons, it is sometimes recommit- 
ted, and usually to the same committee. If a 
report be committed before agreed to in the 
House, what has passed in the committee is of 
no validity ; the whole question is again before 
the committee, and a new resolution must be 
again moved, as if nothing had passed. 

A particular clause of a bill may be commit- 
^ed witbont the whole bill, or, so mwcilv o( «l 
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paper to one, and so much to another commit- 
tee. — Jefferson. 

READING PAPERS. 

Where papers are laid before the House, or 
referred to a committee, every member has a 
right to have them once read at the table be- 
fore he can be compelled to vote on them.— 
Jefferson. 

PRIVILEGEP QUESTIONS. 

It is a general rule that the question first 
moved and seconded shall be first put. But 
this rule gives way to privileged questions. 

A motion to adjourn, simply, takes place of 
all others ; yet this motion cannot be received 
after another question is actually put, and 
while the House is engaged in voting. 

Every parliamentary assembly have certain 
forms of questions so adjusted as to enable 
them fitly to dispose of every proposition which 
can be made to them. 1. The previous ques- 
tion. 2. To postpone indefinitely. 3. To ad- 
journ to a definite day. 4. To lie on the ta- 
ble. 5. To commit. 6. To amend. 

The question for committing, though last 
moved, shall be first put ; because it facil- 
itates the motion to amend. — Scobell is ex- 
press. 

On a motion to amend a bill, any one may, 
notwithstanding, move to commit it, and the 
question for commitment shall be first put. — 
Jefferson. 

Privileged questioiis o^ c.wvc'Sj^ \55«-^ "^^ "^^^ 
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of and must be dedded before the primary 
question, or the question to which they are 
incidental, and t6ey may take the place of each 
other, being of different gra^tes amcHig them- 
sdves and having precedence one over anoth- 
er. 

It is not admissable to move to am^id or ta- 
ble or postpone or commit the question of ad- 
jonmment, or for the previoos question, or for 
laying on the table, or for a call of the 
House. 

Nevertheless a motion to postpone the primar 
ry or main question being iMsfore the House, it 
is admissable to amend so as to postpone to one 
day instead of another, or to a special instead 
of an indefinite time. 

A motion to c(mmdt the primary or main 
question being before the House, it is admissa- 
ble to amend by adding instructions or to 
change the committee. — Oro9weU. 

The general rule in regard to business r^u- 
larly before the House is, that it must be dis- 
posed of either for the time or permanently, 
and that until such diqK>sition of it is made, 
no other motion or question can be, regularly, 
or arise so as to take its place and be first 
acted upon, except on motions designated by 
the Rules of the House. 

If a matter of business is made the special 
order for a particular day or hour, whatever 
business is then before the House when that 
time arrives, is superceded until the spec- 
ial order is disposed of, unless the House 
should at that time, be in Committee of the 
whole.

SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


1. A Joint Asscmblj shall be formed by a Union of 
the Sen&te and House of RepreEentatdves in tbe Hall 
of Ihe latter, at such time and for such specific purpose 
only, as may be expressed in a concurrent resolution of 
botA Houses ; and maf adjourn from time to time dur- 
ing the session of the General Aaiemblj-. The Presi- 
dent of the Senate shall in all eases preside over, and 
the Secretary of State, or in his absence, the Secretary 
of the Senate, shall officiate ae Clerk of everjF Joint 
Assembly. 

2. The proceedings of every Joint Assembly, includ- 
ing the resolution ordering the same, shall im recorded 
by the Clerk in a book kept foT that purpose, nhiah 
shall be preserved in tbe office of the Secretary of 
State, a copy of which shall be furnished to the Gov- 
ernor by the Secretary of State, and shall also be pub- 
lished nith the Journal of the proceedings of the House 
of Representatives. 

3. The rules of the Senate, as far as applicable, shall 
be observed in regulating the proceedings of every 
Joint Assembly. 


4. A joint committee of three Senators and three 
Representatives shall be appointed by tbo presiding 
officers of the two Houses respectively, to whom may 
be referred all documents transmitted by the Govern- 
or for the use of the General Assembly, who shall re-

0. In every case of diBagreement between the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives, if either shall re- 
quest a conferenee and appoint a committee for that 
purpose, and the other House shall also appoint a com- 
mittee on its part, such committee shall meet at a con- 
venient hour, to lie agreed upon by their chairman, in 
the conference room, and state to each other, verbal- 
ly or in writing, the reasons of each House for its vote 
on the subjeet rnattcr of disagreement, confer freely 
thereon, and make a report of their doings to their re- 
spective Houses as soon as may be.

" You solemnfy swear (or affirm^ that whenever yon 
give your vote or suffrage, touching any matter that 
concerns the state of Vermont, you will do it so as in 
your conscience you shall judge will most conduce to 
the best good of the same, as established by the con- 
stitution, without fear or favor of any man."

Sec. 32. The inhabitants of this state shall be 
trained and armed for its defence, tinder such regula- 
tions, restrictions and exceptions, as Congress, agree- 
ably to the constitution of the United States, and the 
legislature of this state, shall direct. The several com- 
panies of militia shall, as often as vacancies happen, 
elect their captain and other ofhcerit, and the captains 
and subalterns shall nominate and recommend the field 
officers of their respective regiments, who shall appoint 
their staff-officers.

As every freeman, to preserve his inde- 
pendence, (if withonta sufficient cBtate,) ouchttohave 
some profession, catling, trade, or farm, wnereby he 
may honestly subsist, Siere can be no necesBily for, 
nor nee in, establishing offices of proRt, the usual ef- 
fects of which are dependence andseryility, unbecoming 
freemen, in the possessors or expectants, and faction, 
contention and discord among the people. But if any 
man is called into public service to the prejudice of his 
privat* affairs, he has a right to a reasonable compen- 
sation ; and whenever an office, through increase of 
fees, or otherwise, become so pro6tab!e as to rfccasioii 
many to apply for it, the proftta ought to be lessened 
by the legialature. And if any officer shall wittingly 
and wilfiiUy take greater fees than tlic law allows him, 
it shall ever after disqualify him from holding any of- 
fice in this state, until he shall be i-estorcd by act of 
legislation.

but descend, or ascend, in the same manner as if guch 
persons had died in a natural way.

Jreventionof vice and immorality ought to be constantly 
ept ia force, and duly executed ; and a competent 
number of sehooli ought to be maintained in each town, 
for the convenient instruction of youth, and one or more 
grammar schools be incorporated and properly support- 
ed, in each county in this state. And all rehgious 
societies or bodies of men that may be hereafter united 
or incorporated for the advancement of religion and 
learning, or for other pious and charitable purposes, 
shall be encouraged and protected in (he enjoyment of 
tie privileges, immunities, and estates, which they in 
joatice ought to enjoy, under such regulations as the 
general assembly of this state shall direct. 

Sec. 42. The declaration of the political rights and 
privilf^es of the inhabitants of this state, is hereby 
declared to be a part of the constitution of this 
commonwealth, and ought not to be violated on any 
pretence whatsoever. 

Skc. 4S. In order that the freedom of this comnioa- 
wealth may be preserved inviolate forever, there abaLl 
be chosen by ballot, by the freemen of this state, on 
the last Wednesday in Match, in the year one thonsand 
seven hundred and ninety-nine, and on the last 
Wednesday in Sfarch in every seven years thereafter, 
thirteen persons, who shall be chosen in the same 
manner the council is chosen, except they shall not be

whether the legislative and executive branches of 
government have performed their duty as guardians of 
the people, or assumed to themselves, or exercised other 
or greater powers than they are entitled to by the 
constitution. They are also to inquire whether the public 
taxes have been juetlr laid and collected in all parts of 
this cominonwealth : in what manner the public moneys 
hare been disposed of, and whether the laws have been 
duly executed, i'or these purposes they shall have 
power to send for persons, papers and records ; — they 
shall have authority to pass public censures, to order 
impeachments, and to recommend to the legislature the 
repealing such laws as ehall appear to tlieni to bavo 
beenpasscdcontrary to theprinciplcs of the constitution: 
these powers they shall ctfntinue to have for and during 
the space of one year from the daj- of their election, 
and no longer. The said council of censors shsll 
aieo have power to call a convention, to meet within 
two years after their sitting, if there appears to them 
an absolute necessity of amending any article of this 
constitution which may be defective, explaining such m 
may be thought not clearly expressed, and of adding 
such as are necessarj-, for the preservation of the righta 
and happiness of the people. But the articles to be 
amended, and the amendments proposed, and sucli 
articles as are (iroposed to be added or abolished, shall 
lie promulgated at least six months before the day 
appointed ^r the election of Mich convention, for the .

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AUTiCLES OF AMENDMENT. 

AiiTiciJi 1. No person, who is not already a free- 
man of thiis Etate, shall be entitled to exercise fiio prtv- 
ilegies of a frceniaii, unless lie be a nttural bom 
uitizen of this, or some one of the United States, or 
until lie Eball have been natui'all/eil, agreeably to tbd 
acts of congress. 

Aut, 2. The mo^t numerous branch of the legisla- 
ture of this state sball hereafter be styled the House of 
Representatives. 

Art. 3. The supreme legislative power of thia state 
shall hereafter be exercised by a Senate and the House 
of Representatives; wliieli shall be styled, "The (.Jen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Vermont." Each shall 
have and exercise the like }iowers in all acts of legis- 
lation ; and no bill, resolution or other thing, wlucU 
shall have been passed by the one, shall have the ef- 
fect of, or be deulared to be, a law, without the concur- 
rence of the other. Provided, that all revenue billj 
shall originate in the house of representatives, — but 
the senate may propose or concur with amendments, aa 
on other bills. Neither hoiffle, during the session of 
the general assembly, shall, without the consent of the 
other, adjourn for more than three days, nor to any 
other place than that iii which the two houses shall be 
sitting, — and in caae of disagreenieut between the two 
houses, with respect to adjournment, the eovemormay 
adjourn them to such time as he shall think proper. 

Art. 4. [The Senate shall be composed ot thirty 
senators, to be of the freemen of the county for whicLi 
they are elected, respectively, who are thirty years of 
age or upwards, and to be annually elected by the free- 
men of each county respectively. Each county shall 
be entitled to one senator, at least, and tlio remainder 
of the senators shall be apportioned to the several 
counties according to their population, as the same waa 
ascertained by the last censui, tttten under the author-^ ' 
ity of the United States — regard being always had, i^,' 
such apportionment, to the counties having the sreotr^, 
eat fraction. But the several counties shall, untira&er^ ^ 
the next census of the United States, be entitled to^j 
e^eci, jind have their lenaiors. in the fullov>-iDg prapau 
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Bennington county, twn ; Windhiim count/, three j 
Tlutluid county, three ; Windsor county, (our; Addi- 
son county, three ; Orange eounty, three ; Washington 
coun^, tiro; Chittenden county, two ; Caledonia coun- 
ty, two; Franklin county, three; Orleans eounty, one ; 
bsaex county, one ; Gand Isle county, one. 

The legislature shall make a neir apportionment of 
the senatorfl, to (he several counties, aJwr the taking of 
each census of the United States, or census taken for 
the purpose of such apportionment, by order of the gOT- 
emment of this state, ainnys regarding the above pro- 
visions in this article.] (See Ihe lirenly-thiTd article 
of amendment.') 

Art. 5. The freemen of the Beyeral towns in eacli 
county, shall annually give their votes for the senators, 
apportioned to such county, at the same time and un- 
* der the same regulations, aa arc now provided for the 
election of councillors.* And the person or persons, 
equal in number, to the number of senators apportion- 
ca to such county, having the greatest number of legal 
votes in such county re.ipeutively, shall be the senator 
or senators of such county. At ercry election of sena- 
tors, after the votes shall have been taken, the consta- 
ble or presiding ofHcer, assisted by the selectmen and 
civil authority present, shall sort and count the said 
votes, and make two lists of the names of each person, 
with the number of votes given for each annexed to his 
name, a record of which shall be made in the town 
clerk's oflicc, and shall seal up sud lists, separately, 
and write, on eauh, the name of the town, and these 
word?, "Votes for Senator," or " Votes for Senators,'' 
as the case may be, one of which lists shall bo delivered 
by the presiding officer to the repreGcntative of said 
town, (it any) and if none be chosen, to the represen- 
tative of an adjoining town, to be transmitted to the 
president of the senate ; the other list, the said presid- 
ing officer shall, within ten days, deliver to the clerk 
01 the county court, for the same county, and the clerk 
of each county court, respectively, or in case of his ab- 
nence or disability, the sheriff of such-county, or in case 
of the absence or disability of both, the high b&ilifE of 
such county, on the tenth day after such election, shall 
publicly open, sort and count said votes, and make a 
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reoord of the same, in the ofiice of the clerk of swcb 
couitj court, a copy of which he shall transmit to the 
B«aMa ; and shall also, within ten daya thereafter, tram- 
mit to the person or persons elected, a certiRcate of his 
or their election. Provided, however, that the gene-

Art, 6. The senate shall have the like powers to 
decide on the election and qualiOrations of, and to ex- 
pel anj" of its members, make its own rules, and ap- 
point its own officers, as are incident to, or are poa- 
I by, the house of representatives, A majority 
''" ' 1 quorum. The lieutenant governor 

" '"' '"!, except when he shall 

or when his olHce shall 
be vacant, or in his absence ; in which casea, the sen- 
ate shall appoint one of iu own nembers to be presi' 
dent of the senate, pro temvora. And the president of 
the senate shall have a costing vote, but no other. 

Art. 7. The senate shall have the solo power of 
trying and deciding upon all impeachments; — when 
sitting for that purpose, they shall be on oath, or af- 
firmation, and no person shall be convicted, without 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the members present. 
Judgment, in coses of iinpuacbtncnt, shall not e^tand 
farther, than to removal from office, and disqualifica- 
tion to holiJ or enjoy any office of honor, or profit, or 
trust, nnder this state. Bat the party convicted shall, 
nevertheless, be liable, and subject to indictment, triali 
judgment and punishment, according to law.

Art. 16. Staters attorneys shall be elected by the 
freemen of their respective counties. 

Art. 17. Judges of probate shall be elected by tie' 
freemen of their respective districts. 

Art. 18. Justices of the peace shall be elected by 
the freemen of their respective towns ; and towns hav- 
ing less than one tliDuaand inhabitants may elect any 
number of justices of the peace not exceeding j{d« ; 
towns having one tbousand, and less than two thon- 
sand inhabitants, maj- elect senen ; towns having two 
thousand, and less than three thousand inhabitants, 
may pipct ten; towns having three thousand, and leu 
than five thousand inhabitants, may elect tadoe ; and 
towns having five thousand, or more, inhabitants, may 
elect ^fMn justices of the peace. 

Art. 19. All the officers named in the preceding 
articles of amendment (articles 14 to 18) shall be an- 
noally elected by ballot and shall hold their oiBces for 
one year, said year commencing on the first day of Oe< 
neraber next after their election. 
Akt. so. The election of the several officei 
fjoaed in the preceding articles, (arficlw 1\ t« 18,> 
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oxcepting town representatives, slian be made at the 
times aad in the maoner now directed in the constitu- 
tion for the choice of senators. And the presiding of- 
ficer of each freemen's meeting, after the votes shall 
have been taken, sorted and counted, shall, in open 
meeting, make a certificate of the names uf each person 
voted for, with the number of votes given for each, 
annexed to his name and designating the office for 
which the votes were given, a record of which shall be 
made in the town clerk's office, and he shall seal up 
9iid certilicate, and shall write thereon the nacoe of the 

town and the words, Certificate of votes for 

and add thereto, in writing, the title of the office voted 
for, as the case may be, and shall deliver such certifi- 
cate to some representative chosen as a member of the 
general assembly, whose duty it shall be to cause such 
certificate of votes to be delivered to the committee of 
the general assembly appointed to canvass the same. 
And at the sitting of the general assembly, next after 
such ballotting for the officers aforesaid, there shall be 
a committes appointed of and by the general assembly, 
who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of their 
4uty, and whose duty it shall be to examine such cer- 
tificates and ascertain the number of votes given for 
each candidate, and the persons receiving the lu^eit 
number of votes for the respective offices, shall be de- 
clared duly elected, and by such committee be reported 
to the general assembly, and the officers bo elected shall 
be commissioned by the governer. And if two otmore 

EOTSona designated for any one of said offices, shall 
ave received an equal number of votes, the general 
assembly shall elect one of such persons to such office. 
Akt. 21. The term of office of the governor, lieu- 
tenant governor, and treasurer of the state, respective- 
ly, shall commence when they shall be chosen and 
qualified, and shall continue for the term of one jtar, 
or until their successors shall be chosen and 'lualiGed, 
or to the adjournment of the session of the legislature, at 
which, by the constitution and laws, their successors are 
required to be chosen, and not after such adjournment. 
And the legislature shall provide, by general law, de* 
daring what officer shall act as governor whenever 
there shall be a vacancy in both tb>- offices of e~~ ~ 
and lieutenant goveTnov, owiMvoaeA. Vj ■». 
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elect, or by tbe remoTal from office, or bj the destb, 
renigOBtion, or inability of both govemor anil lienten- 
unt governor, to OKervise the powers and (lis(:luu^e the 
duties of the oifice of gOTemor ; and Bueh officer, so 
designated, shall exercise the powers and diiiohai^ 
the duties appertaining to the office of gOTsmor ac- 
cordingly, until the disability shall be removed, or a 
governor shall be elected. And in ease there shall be 
avacancv in the office of treaanrer, by reason of any 
of the oansea enumerated, the gOTemor shall appoint a 
treaBorer for the time being, who shall act as treamrer 
until the disability shall be removed, or 3 new election 
shall be made. 

Art. 22. The treasurer of the state shall, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, give sufficient 
security to the secretary of state, in behalf of the state 
of Vermont, before the governor of the state, or one of 
the judges of the supreme court. And sheriff and 
high bailiffs, before' entering upon the duties of their 
respeotive offices, ehall give snfficient security to the 
treasurer of their respective counties, before one of the 
ladges of the supreme court, or the two assistant 
judges of the county court of their respective counties, 
in such manner and in such sums as shall be directed 
by the legislature. 

Abt. 33. The senate shall be composed of thirty 
senators, to be of the freemen of the county for which 
they arc elected, respectively, who sludl have attained 
the age of tliirty years, and they shall be elected annu- 
ally by the freemen of each county respectively. 

The senators shall bo apportioned to the several 
cooDtios, according to the population, as ascertained 
by tiie census taken under the authority of Congress in 
the year 1840, regard being always had, in such ap- 
portionment, to the counties having the largest frac- 
tion, anil giving to each county at least one senator. 

The legislature shall make a new apporlionment of 
the senators to the several counties, after the taking of 
each census of the United Stat«a or after a ceDsui 
taken for the purpose of such apportionment, under tiie 
anthority of this state, always regardingthe above pro- 
vhiona of this article.

In general the chair is cot to be taken till a 
(]Uonmi for business is present, unless after 
dne waiting such a quorum be despaired of, 
when the chair may be taken and the House 
adjourned. Whenever, during business, it is 
observed that a quorum is not present, any 
member may call for the House to be counted, 
and being fuund deficient, business is suspend- 
ed. 

[A majority of oacli House coustitutes a quo- 
rum to do business.] 

When there is no quorum present, the pre- 
siding officer has no authority to declare an 
adjourament, but must wait for a motion for 
that purpose. — Cuthing, 
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CALL OP THE HOUSB. 

On a call of the House each persoa rises up 
as he is called and answers ; the absentees 
are then only noted, but no excuse to be made 
till the House be fully called over. Then the 
absentees are called a second time, and if still 
absent, excuses are to be heard. 

Orders for calls on different days may sub- 
sist at the same time. 

If amotion for a call of the House passes 
in the negative, a second motion for the same 
purpose h not in order until after the inter- 
vention of some parliamentary proceeding. 
Ciishitig. 

Unless a motion for a call of the House is 
restrained or regulated by some rule, it will 
take precedynee ot and suspend any other mo- 
tion then pending, whether principal or sub- 
sidiary. — Cushhig: 

[During a call, the galleries and lobbies are 
cleared, the doors closed, and business sus- 
pended. 

Proceedings under a call of the House may 
be suspended wholly or in part, when a quo- 
rum has been secured.] 


There are certain duties jjertaining to the 
office of Spe^iker, which are not necessary to 
be specified — by rule being so obviously pl-oper 
and right as to be indisputable. We take the 
following from Mr. Cushing's Law and Prac- 
tice of Legislative Bodies as Ei;fficient for the 
pBrposc of this woJ'k : 
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1. The Speaker pats all questions and de- 
clares the determination of the House. 

2. He communicates its resolutions to oth- 
ers, conveys its thanks and expresses its cen- 
sures, its reprimands or its admonitions. 

3. He is tho representative of the House it- 
self in its powers, its proceedings and its dig- 
nity. 

4. He announces the business before the As- 
sembly, in the order in which it is to be acted 
upon. 

5. To restrain the members when engi^ed 
in debate within the rules of order. 

6. To receive messages and other commnai- 
catiouB from other branches of the goverament 
and annoaoco them to the Assembly. 

7. When a legislative body is engaged in 
its judicial functions, it is the duty of the pre- 
siding officer to conduct the proceedings, to 
pat questions to parties and witnesses and to 
■pronounce sentence or judgment. 

8. He is always a member, and may present 
petiticins, memorials and remonstrances sent to 
him. 

[In this state he possesses the right to vote 
as other members, on all questions before the 
body, and may leave ti»e chair and address the 
HoQsc on any question, though this is seldom 
done except it bo on an appeal from his decis- 
ion or in relation t6 some matter in which his 
oonstituents are deeply interested.] 

If a member is called to the chair by the 
Speaker, he for the time being exercises all the 
functions of the regular Speaker. This sub- 
stitation cannot extend be3fti\!i%5vaSs»KW3ws»^ 
1,'ioept as pointed ou\. ^I'j TiAft, "^ ' 
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The PresidcDt and Speaker pro tempore' 
witilst tfaey retain their right to vote, beiag 
members of their respeotive Houses, part with 
the right to participate in debate or to epeak 
from the chair, except upon points of order, 
being subject in this respect to the rule appli- 
cable to their principals. 

coMHirreES, 

Standing committees aro appointed to con- 
tinae through the scs^jion. The person first 
named is geuerally permitted to act as chaii^ 
man. Bat this is a matter of courtesy, every 
committee having a right to elect their own 
chairman, who presides over them, puts ques- 
tions and reports their proceedings to the 
House. 

So soon us the House is iu session and a 
committee is notified of it, the chairman is in 
duty bound to rise instantly and tho members 
to attend upOQ the service of the House. 

[In the appointment of committees, whether 
standing or select, the House has at all times 
the power to choose its own mode of selection. 
Under the rule the Speaker is invested with 
the authority to appoint, but tho House can 
choose any othei- method it deems proper.] 


I 
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The form of goiag from tlic House into com- 
mittee of the whole, is for the Speaker, on mo- 
tion, to put tho question, that the Hoase do 
, now resolve i tself into a committee of the whole 
In iakc andcr ronsideratioa such a matter, nam- 
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tug it. The Speaker names the cbairiuaD, and 
taies a seat elsewhere as aay other member ; 
and the person appointed chairmaa takes the 
kjpeakcr's chair. Their quorum is the eame as 
that of the House ; and if a quorum is not pres- 
ent, the committee rises, the Speaker resumes 
the chair, and the chairman can make no oth- 
er report than to inform the House of the cause 
of their dissolution. If a message is announc- 
ed, tho Speaker takes the chair, and receives 
it because the committee cannot. 

No previous question can be put in a com- 
mittee ; Eor can this committee adjourn as oth- 
ers may ; but if their business is unSnished, 
they rise, the Bipuse i- resumed, and the chair- 
man reports that the committee of the whole 
have, according to order, had under their con- 
sideration such a matter, and have made pro- 
gress therein, and liavc directed him to ask 
leave to sit again. Whereupon, a question is 
put on their having leave, and on the time when 
the Honse will again resolve itself into a com- 
mittee. But if they have gone through with 
the matter referred to them, a member moves 
that the committee rise and their chairman re- 
port their proceedings to the House, the Speak- 
er resumes the chair, the chairman informs him 
that the committee have gone through the buB- 
inoss referred to them, and report tho same, 
[with or without amcudmcut, as the case may 
bo,] and recommend its passage. 

[No call for the yeas and nays can, neither 
can the previous question, be moved.] 

[Should a question of order arise which the 
oommiUec are imable to decide, the projier 
counie is to rise, report progress, and ask leavu 
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to sit again, for the pnrpose of obtaining the 
direction of the Honsa in regard to it, for an 
appeal from the decision of the chairman of a 
cominittee of the whole has never boon en- 
tertained.] 

It IB not in order to move to lay upon the ta- 
ble, to postpone indefinitely, or to a day cer- 
tain, or to entertain auy motion of pririlege, 
while in committee of the whole. 

A. motion to strike out the enacting clause is 
not in order tmtil the bill has been gone through, 
for the obvious reason that the Honso onght 
first to try to perfect before they destroy the 
bill. For the same reason, a motion to amend 
a section takes precedence of a motion to strike 
out. If while a motion is pending to strike out 
the enacting clause, a motion is made to amend 
a certain part of the bill, the question on the 
latter motion takes precedence of the former. 

The motion to rise and report progress, 
thongh in order at any stage of proceedings, 
if made and ncgutived, some bn8ioe.-.s or (jues- 
tiou or debate must intervene before it can be 
renewed. — Crogroeli. 

ORDER m UEBATB. 

When any member means to speak, ho is to 
stand ap in his place and to addres^^ himKelf 
not to the House or any particular mi-rnher, 
but to the Speaker, who calls him by his n-ime, 
- that the House may take notice who it is that 
spcakfi. 

When a member stands up to speak notptes- 
tion is to be put ; but he is to be hfard. iitjt^n 
t&e House overrule hira. 
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If two or more rise to speak nearly togeth- 
er, the Speaker determiDes who was first np 
and calls him by name ; whereupon he proceeds, 
unleaa he voluntarily sits down and gives way 
to the other. 

But if the Speaker rise to speak, the mem- 
ber standiug up should sit down that he may 
be first heard. 

No person in speaking is to mention a mem- 
ber then present by his name, but to describe 
him by his seat in the House, or who spoke 
last, or on the other side of the question. 

It is a breach of order in debate to notice 
what has been said on the same babject in the 
other House, or the particular votes or majori- 
ties on it there, because the opinion of each 
House should be left to its own independency, 
not to be influenced by the proceedinga of the 
other; and quoting them might beget reflec- 
tions leading to misanderstanding between the 
two Houses. 

[When the yeas and nays are called and 
seconded by a member and stated by the chair, 
the question is open for discussion. If howev- 
er the Speaker directs the Clerk to proceed 
with the call there can be no further debate.] 

When a question is put in the form in which 
it is to be taken, by consent, the question is 
open for debate until the Speaker's declara- 
tion. — Cmhing. 


A motion is defined to be a proposition made 
to the Assembly by a member and seconded b; 
another, that the Assembly do something or or- 
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der sometliing to be done, or express an opin- 
ion in regard to^Ome matter or thing. ICvery 
matter of business mast be commenced and set 
in progress by means of a motion in the first 
instance and must bo carried forward at every 
stage of its progress in the same manner. 

Cushitig: 

[A motion for adjournment, or to take up 
any special order or bill, cannot be made by 
one member while another is speaking.] 

When a motion has been made, it is the duty 
of the Speaker to state it to the House in the 
precise terms in which it is moved. — Ouskivff, 

After debate on any question, tlie Speaker 
should always re-state the question before the 
\-ote is taken, to enable members to properly 
understand it. 

If the Speaker is unable to decide by the 
sound of the voices, he may put the question 
the second or even a third time before he de- 
clares his opinion. — Citshing. 

Any raem!)er has a right to dispute the vote 
and to have a division of the House, provided 
he demands it within a proper time. 

The Parliamentary principle in regard to 
the withdrawal or modification of motions is, 
when a motion has been oocc stated by the 
Speaker, the mover has nocoritrol over it what- 
ever ; but this is obviated by a modification; 
the right to modify is a consequence of the 
right to withdraw, ami may be exercised when- 
ever the latter is allowable. The motion may 
be withdrawn or no, by the consent of the 
House, i)cfori; t!ie question is fully put upon it. 
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BILLS. 

When a bill is first presented, the Clerk 
reads it at tlie table and hands it to the Speak- 
er, who states to the House the title of the bill, 
and that it is the first time of reading it ; and 
the question will be shall the bill be read a sec- 
ond time. 

A bill cannot be amended at its first read- 
ing. 

[The second reading of a bill is usually by 
its title. Opposition is not usual to the sec- 
ond reading, but it may be made and rejected. 

Public bills are usually printed after second 
reading and referred to the apropriate stand- 
ing committee. 

Prirate bills are referred directly to the 
proper committee.] 

COMBIITTEES. 

A committee can only act when together, and 
not by separate consultation and consent, noth- 
ing being the report of the committee but what 
has been agreed to in committee actually as- 
sembled. 

The committee have full power over the bill 
or other paper committed to them, except that 
they cannot change the title or subject. 

The committee may not erase, interline, or 
blot the bill itself, but must, in a paper by it- 
self, set down the amendmentE, stating the 
words that are to be inserted or omitted, and 
where, by reference to the page, lino, and word 
of thebill.— /f^frB<wj. 

If the report of a committee be accompanied 
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by ao origioal bill, in accordance with a pe- 
litiou, or by order of the House, or the commit- 
tee's own views of public interest or policy, 
such bill must have its first a,nd second read- 
ings before any disposition can be made of it. 

_ If the report of a committee be adverse to a 
bill, the question of agreeing to the report may 
be taken forthwith. 

If the report be neither favorable or ad- 
Terse, the bill may bo recommitted for aa 
opinion, or disposed of aa other bills coming 
from the committee mth a favorable report 
thereon. — Croswell. 

If a committee, being equallj divided in 
opinion, finds itself unable to determine the 
matter referred to it, it may refer the matter 
back to the determination of the House, or it 
may report a statement of the facts, and there- 
upon ask to be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the subject. —Jowrjio^o/ th& House^ 
Nineieentit Congress Isl Session. 

RECOMMITMENT OF lilLLS. 

After a bill has been committed and report- 
ed, it ought not, in an ordinary course, to be 
recommitted. But in cases of importance, and 
for special reasons, it is sometimes recommit- 
ted, and usually to the same committee. If a 
report be committed before agreed to in the 
House, what has passed in the committee is of 
no validity ; the whole question is again before 
the committee, and a new resolution must 
again moved, as if nothing had passed. 

A particular clause of a bill may be commit- 
£ed wiUwut the whole bill, or, so much of 
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paper to one, and so much to another commit- 
tee.— Jp/er«oM. 
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READINfl PAPERS. 

Where papers are laid before the House, or 
referred to a committee, every member has a 
right to have them once read at the table be- 
fore he can be compelled to vote on them. — 
JeffeTion. 

PRIVILEGED QUESTIONS. 

It is a general rule that the question first 
moved and seconded shall be first put. But 
this rule gives way to privileged questions, 

A motion to adjourn, simply, takes place of 
all others ; yet this motion cannot be received 
after another question is actually put, and 
while the House is engaged in voting. 

Every parliamentary assembly have certain 
forms of questions so adjusted as to enable 
them fitly to dispose of every proposition which 
can be made to them. 1. The previous ques- 
tion. 2. To postpone indefinitely. 3. To ad- 
journ to a definite day. -1. To lie on the ta- 
ble, h. To commit. 6. To amend, 

The question for committing, though last 
moved, shall be first put ; because it facil- 
itates the motion to amend, — Scobell is ex- 
press. 

On a motion to amend a bill, any one may, 
notwithstanding, move to commit it, and the 
question for commitment shall be first put.— 
Jefferson. 

Privileged questions o^ t(iM'L=,^X'i^t,'vtoR,"^'^^ 
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of and mast be decided before the primary 
qnestion, or the question to which they are 
iDcideotal, and they maj' take the place of each 
other, being of different gradea among them- 
selves and having precedence one over anoth- 
er, 

It is not admissable to move to amend or ta- 
ble or postpone or commit the qnestion of ad- 
journment, or for the previous question, or for 
laying on the table, or for a call of the 
House. 

Nevertheless a motion to postpone the prima- 
ry or main question being before the House, it 
is admissable to amend so as to postpone to one 
day instead of another, or to a special instead 
of an indehnite time, 

A motion to commit the primary or main 
question being before the House, it is admissa- 
ble to amend by adding instructions or to 
change the committee. — Gro»well. 

The general rule in regard to business regu- 
larly before the House is, that it must be dis- 
posed of either for the time or permanently, 
and that until such disposition of it is made, 
no other motion or question can be, regularly, 
or arise so as to take its jjlace and be 6rst 
acted upon, except on motions designated by 
the Rules of the House. 

I If a matter of business is made the special 

order for a particular day or hour, whatever 
business is then before the Bouse when that 
time arrives, is snperceded until the spec- h 
I ial order is disposed of, unless the House H 

should at that time, be in Committee of the H 
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LEAVE A9KED TO WITHDRAW A MOTION. 

The Rale of FarliameDt being that a. motiDQ 
made and seconded is in poEscseioii of the 
House, flnd caooot be withdrawn without leave, 
the very terms of the rule imply that leave may 
be given, and consequently may be asked, and 
put to the question.— Je^ersoH. 

PREVrOtJS QUESTION. 

When any question is liefore the Honse, 
any member may move a previous question, 
" Whether that question (called the main ques- 
tion) shall now be put ?" If it pass in the af- 
firmative, then the main question is to be put 
immediately, and no man may speak anything 
farther to it, either to add or alter. 

If the previous question has been moved and 
seconded, and also proposed from the chair, 
it has been doubted whether an amendment 
can be admitted to the main question. Hatsell 
thinks it may, after the previous question is 
moved and seconded, but not after it has been 
proposed from the chair. 

The previous question cannot be put upon 
subsidiary motions other than motions to amend, 
and which are used like the previous question 
itself, for the suppression of the original mo- 
tion ; neither can the motion to postpone, 
commit or lay upon the table, be applied to the 
previous question. — Jefferson-. 

The operation of the previous question lasts 
only until the questions upon amendments to 
amendments and the main question have been 
taken, and does not extend to the next sta^ 
in the progress of the ea.meiaes.'svK?,. — 0»^"«ft?;- 
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[The previous qneGtion is peculiar to the 
House. The Senate has no rule recogniz- 
ing it.] 

The previous question is used, as exclusively 
to force questions to a final vote, and to cut 
off amendment and debate ; originally it was 
used only to suppress questions temporarily. 

The previous question is of the privileged 
class, having precedence over all others except 
motions to adjourn and for a call of the House. 
Pending amendments, when the previous ques- 
tion is moved and carried the main question is 
usually deemed to include, and they must be 
put to vote in their order. 

When a bill comes from a committee of the 
whole with amendments, if the previous ques- 
tion, which is on agreeing to the bill as amend- 
ed, is moved and sustained, the main question 
is not to he put until all the amendments report- 
ed and remaining unacted upon at the time have 
been put to vote. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The rules governing amendments are few 
and simple, and based on parliamentary us- 
age. 

On an amendment being moved, a member 
who has spoken to the main question may 
speak again to the amendment. 

A motion is made to amend by striking out 
certain words and inserting others in their 
place, which is negatived. Then it is moved 
to strike out the same words and to insert oth- 
erB of a tenor entirely different from the firat 
proposed. It is negatived. T\i%n \t ia moved 
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to strike out the same word and iascrt nothJDg, 
^^'hich is agreed to. All this is adroissable, 
as the rejection of one proposition does Dot 
preclude the offering a different. — Jrjferson, 

As an amendatent takes the place of and 
must be decided before the main question, so 
an amendment to an amendment has priority 
over and must be decided beiore the primary 
amendment. 

The chief restraint on amendments is that 
they cannot be piled one on another, beyond a 
certain degree ; that is, while an amendment to 
an amendment is admissable, it is inadmissable 
to amend in the third degree. 

They cannot bo made to privileged question 
of a certain grade, as for instance, to motions 
to adjourn, for the previous question, for a call 
of tiie House, to lay on the table, 

An amendment, though inconsistent with one 
already adopted, cannot be shut out for that 
reason, but must bo put to a vote, if insisted on. 

It is admissable to move, by way of amend- 
ment to the amendment, to modify the words 
proposed to be inserted before the question 
on inserting is put. — Oroswell. 

DIVISION OF THE QUEaTION. 

If a question contain more pa,rts than one, 
it may be divided into two or more questions. 

A question, to be divisible, must compre- 
hend points BO distinct and entire, that one of 
them being taken away, the other may stand 
entire. 

When a question is divided, after the (jaea- 
tion on the first member, the '„ft(iwi.4,\a. «V5>^ " 
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(lebatcaiiii aiiiendnn;nt. [Tiiis rule does not 
apply when the vote is tiiktm by yeas and uays,] 

It is tiie duty of the presidinj^ officer, subject 
to be overruled by the House, to decide wheth- 
er tlie proposition in question ia susceptible oF 
the division called for or not. — Jeff'ereon. 

The member calling for the division states 
how and in what order he requires it to be 
made, and it is bo made unless overruled by the 
Speaker or House. — Cashing. 

Questions of conenrrence in amendments sent 
by one House to the other may be divided if 
divisible. — Grosioeil. 

EQUIVALENT QDESTIONB. 

When questions are perfectly equivalent, so 
that the negative of the one amounts to the af- 
firmative of the other, and leave no other alter- 
native, the decision of the one concludes neces- 
sarily the other. Thus the negative of Btriking 
out amounts to the afBrmative of agreeing ; and 
therefore lo put a question on agreeing after 
that of striking out [has been negatived] would 
be to put the same question, in effect, twice 
over. 

It is not BO in questions of amendment between 
the two Houses. A motion made being nega- 
tived does not amount to a positive vote to ii 
siat, because there is another alternative, to 
wit, to adhere. 

The questions respecting amendments from 
another House are : 1st, to agree ; 2d, disa- 
gree ; 3d, recede : 4tli, insist : 5th, adhen 


THIRD READING. 

To prevent bills from being passed by sur- 
prise, the House by a .standing order directs 
that tbey shall not be put on their passage be- 
fore a fixed hour. 

A bill reported aiid passed to the third read- 
ing, caunot on that day be read a third time 
iind passed, 

A bill on third reading is not to be commit- 
ted for the matter or body thereof, but to re- 
ceire some particular clause or proviso ; it has 
been sometimes suffered, but as a thing very 
unusual.

[Bills have sometimes by unanimous consent 
been read a third time by their titles, such as 
charters and acts of incorporations. But this 
mode of reading a third time has never grown 
into a practice ; ajid because it is in direct and 
clear coutraventioji of the spirit and letter of 
the organic law. 

If the motion to reconsider the vote oii the 
final passage of a bill, or the bill itself after 
re-consideration, be laid on the table, neither 
sucli motion nor sucli bill can be called up for 
action except wliea the third reading of bills 
is in order. 

Motions to reconsider bills that have been 
passed, are sometimes made with a view to the 
rejection of such motions and the end that such 
bills may be placed beyond the reach of delay 
or arrest from opposing parlies.] 


DIVISION OF THE HOUSE. 


The affiniiative and negative of the quest! 
having been both put au(\at\'j'«ftt(>A,'C>.\ft^VJ^ 
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er declares whether the yeas or nays bare it 
by the sound, if he be himself satisfied, and it 
stands as the judgment of the House, bat if he 
be not himself satisfied which voice is the 
greater, or if before any member comes into 
the House, or belore any new motion is made, 
any member shall rise and declare himself dis- 
satisfied with the Speaker's decision, the Speak- 
er is to count or divide the House. 


After the bill has passed, and not before, 
. the title may be amended, and it is to be fised 
by a question, and then the bill is sent to the 
other House. — Jeffersmi. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

The general rule of jjarliamentary law is that 
a question once carried cannot be (questioned, 
but must stand as the judgment of the House. 

A bill once rejected, another of the same 
substance cannot be brought in again the same 
session. — Jefferson. 

[A second re-consideration can not be had, 
neither can there be a second motion for re- 
consideration, if the first motion is lost. 

It has now become a common practice in all 
our legislative and other deliberative assemblies, 
and may consequently be regarded as a princi- 
ple of the common parliamentary law of this 
country, to reconsider a vote already passed, 
whether afBrmatively or negatively. — Vu»hing. 

If the motion to reconsider prevails, the ef- 
^c£ of the rote in question is aViTO^atoil, and 
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the matter stands ueibi-'j tht iissembly ic pre- 
cisely the same state and condition, and upon the 
same question as if the rote which had been or- 
dered to be re-considcred, had never beam 
passed. — dishing. 

If a Senate bill had iioen passed by th». 
House with amendments, and those amend- 
meots wore concurred in by the Senate, and a 
motion should be made in the House to re-con- 
sider the vote on its' final passajjo, and a reso- 
lution had been offered in and adopted by the 
House requesting the Senate to return the bill 
to the House, the Senate, before it could eom- 
)jly with the request, would Brst have to re- 
consider the vote had on the concnrrcnce in 
the House amendments : for the bill, in order 
to be returned to the House, must bo in the 
same condition in which it was when sent by 
tlie House to the Senate.

AMENDMENTH BETWEEN THE HOUSES. 

[When a bill is passed ijy tLe House and 
Senate, the proceedings m regard to the bill 
yy both Houses are brought to a close. Should 
amendments be made, it is sent to the House 
which originated the bill, witli amendments, 
and the question is put, whether the House will 
concur in the amendment u\ade by the other 
branch. If this is carried in the affirmative, 
the proceedings in regard to tlie bill close ; 
but if they refuse to concur, it is returned with 
a notice of non-concurrence.

here. A motion to recede takes precedence 
motions to insist or adhere, and a motion 
insist takes precedence of a motion to 
If the motion to recede preTails, there is then 
an agreemeot between the two Houses on the 
bill; if the motion -to insist prevails, it is fol- 
lowed by a motion for the appointment of a 
committee to confer with a similar committee 
of the other branch, on the subject of differ- 
euces between the two Houses, which is called 
a committee of conference. If the motion to 
adhere prevails, it indicates that the House 
adopting it will not change its determination. 
But it is not irrevocable. A motion may be 
made to re-consider it, and if this is decided in 
the affirmative, it may be followed by a motion 
to recede or to insist.] 

The House cannot recede from or insist on 
its own amendment with an amendment, for 
the same reason that it cannot send to the oth- 
er House an amendment to its own act after it 
lias passed the act. They may modify an 
amendment from the other House by engraft- 
ing an amendment on it, because they have 
never assented to it ; but they cannot amend 
their own amendment, because they have, on 
that (juestion, passed it in that form. — Jefer- 

A motion to amend an amendment from ei- 
ther House takes precedence over the question 
of agreeing to or concurring in such amend- 
ment.^ CrosTPe^/. 

CONFERENCES. 


It is on occasion of amendments between ' 
iJie two Rouses, chat confereimea ate usually 
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asked ; but tliey may be asked in ail cases of 
differeQce of opinion between the two Honses 
on matters depending between tbem. The rc-_ 
quest of a conference, liowever, must always be 
liy the House wliicli is in possession of the pa- 

A conference may be asked, hefore the House 
asking it has come to a resolution of disagree- 
ment, insisting or adhering. — Jeffirson. 

The motion for a committee of conference 
luay make a part of the motion to disagree, to 
recede, insist or adhere, and this motion may 
bo divided; or if the motion to insist, recede 
or adhere is made separately, the motion for a 
committee of conference may be added by way 
of amendment. — C'lishing: 

A committee of confereoce is not a hetero- 
geneous body acting as one committee, but two 
committfies, eacli of which acts by a majority. 
— JourKol of Smse ZOth Co-ngreii. 

The report of a committee of conference is 
in one of these forms, namely, either that the 
committee have agreed or iliat they have disa- 
greed, or that they have agreed in part and 
disagreed for the residue. — CiisJiirtsr- 

AD.TOrnSMEKT. 

A motion to adjourn simply, cannot be amend- 
ed as by adding " to a particular day". But 
must be put simply, "that thi* house do now 
adioura," 

When it is convenient tliat the liusiness of I 
the House be suspended for a short time, it ad- 
journs daring pleasure, or for a speci6ed lime-J 
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li'aquestiou tie put for adjouramcut, it is 
no adjournment till the Speaker prououuces it. 
— JefffTBon. 

A motion to adjourn cannot be made when 
the question of adjournment has just previously 
been ptitand decided in tbe negative. — Cush- 
ivg. 

[If a niotiun to adjourn bo made and decided 
in the negative, it cannot be immediately fol- 
lowed by another motion to adjourn ; some Ims- 
inesa must intervene between the two motions.] 

If during a debate, or in fact, the transaction 
of any business, a less number than a liuornm 
is present, the general parliamentary mlc seems 
to f^ive the Speaker power to adjourn thi; 
House, but the custom has been established of" 
requiring amotion to be made for that purpose.

1 . A Joint Assembly shall be formed by a Un- 

; ion of the Senate and House of Hepresentatives 

in the Hall of the latter, at such time and for such 

specific purpose only, as may be expressed in a 

concurrent resolution of both Houses ; and may 

; afljourn from time to time during the session of ! 

I the General Assembly ; and the Secretary of 

I State, or in his absence the Secretary of the I 

i Senate, shall officiate as Clerk of every Joint | 

j^ Assembly. ^ 

^" 2. The proceedings of every Joint Assembly, ^ 

including the resolution ordering the same, shall ^j 
be recorded by tbe Clerk in a book kept for that i 
purpose, which shall be preserved in the office 
of the Secretary of State, a copy of which shall 
be furnished to the Governor by the Secretary 
of State, and shall also be published with the 
Journal of the proceedings of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

3. The rules of the Senate, as far as applicable, 
shall be observed in regulating the proceedings 
of every Joint Assembly. 

4. A joint committee of three Senators and 
three Representatives shall be appointed by the 
presiding officers of the two Houses respectively, 
to whom may be referred all documents trans- 
mitted by the Governor for the use of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, who shall report thereon to that 
House from which they were received. 


r< 
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5. The committees of the Senate and House of 
Representatives, to whom the same subject mat- 
ter shall have been referred, may, for the pur- 
pose of facilitating business, meet together as a 
joint committee, and make a joint or separate 
report to either or both Houses, as they may 
think expedient. 

6. In every case of disagreement between the 
Senate and House of Representatives, if either 
shall request a conference and appoint a commit- 
tee for that purpose, and the other House shall 
also appoint a commictee on its part, such com- 
mittee shall meet at a convenient hour, to be 
agreed upon by their chairman, in the conference 
room, and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, the reasons of each House for its vote 
on the subject matter of disagreement, confer 

1. freely thereon, and make a report of their doings 
yQ- to their respective Houses as soon as may be. 

7. Committees of Conference shall consist of 
an equal number from each House, and shall re- 
turn the papers referred to them to that House 
which last voted upon the subject matter of dis- 
agreement. 

8. After each House shall have adhered to the 
vote of disagreement, a bill or resolution shall 
be lost. 

9. When bills and resolutions are on their 
passage between the two Houses, they shall be 
verified by the attestation of the Secretary or 
Clerk of each House respectively, and all joint 
resolutions shall be fairly engrossed, after their 
passage, in the House in which they originate, 
and shall, when finally passed, be signed by the 
presiding officer of both Houses, in the same 
manner as bills. 
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10. After bills have passed both Houses, and a 
certificate showing the one in which they respec- 
tively originated has been duly endorsed thereon, 
they shall be delivered to a joint standing com- 
mittee of two Senators and two members of the 
House of Representatives, to be designated the 
Committee on Bills, who shall make careful ex- 
amination, and see that they are correctly en- 
grossed, and when satisfied of their accuracy, 
shall present them, first to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and then to the Pres- 
ident of the Senate, for their official signatures, 
and having obtained them, they shall forthwith 
deliver them to the Governor for his approval, 
and shall make a true report to both Houses of 
the day on which such bill was delivered to the 
Governor, which shall be duly entered upon the 
Journal of each House. 

Ji 11. A joint committee of two Senators and two 

^ Representatives shall be appointed by the pre- 
^ siding officers of the two Houses respectively, 
at the commencement of the session, to be desig- 
nated the Committee on Joint Rules. 

12. When a bill or resolution, which shall have 
passed one House, is rejected in the other, notice 
thereof shall be given to the House in which the 
same shall have passed: and all such rejected 
bills or resolutions, with the accompanying pa- 
pers, shall bo returned to, and left in, the cus- 
tody of the House which first acted on them. 

13. Each House shall transmit to the other all 
papers on which any bill or resolution shall be 
founded ; and should any bill or resolution pass 
both Houses, the same papers shall be delivered 
to the Governor. 

14. No bill, which shall have passed one 
House, shall be sent for concurrence to the oth- 
er, on either of the last two days of the session. 
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Rules of the Seiuite. 


1. 
The credentials of Senators shall be presented 
to the Secretary or Assistant Secretary, previous 
to ten o'clock in the morning of the second 
Thursday of October, at which time the Senate 
shall be called to order. The names of the 
Senators shall be called over, and when a quo- 
rum shall have taken their scats, they shall, hav- 
ing first taken the necessary oaths, on nomination 
of the President, appoint a canvassing commit- 
tee, consisting of one Senator from each county, 
to join such committee as the House of Repre- 
sentatives may appoint, whose duty shall be to 
K§r receive, sort and count the votes for Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor and Treasurer, and make 
report thereof to the joint assembly of both 
Houses. 

The Senate shall meet every day (^Sundays 
excepted), at ten o'clock in the morning, and two 
o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise spe- 
cially ordered.

The President having taken the chair, and 

a quorum being present, the journal of the 

preceding day shall be read, and all the errors 

therein corrected.

In case no quorum shall assemble within fif- 
teen minutes after the time to which the Senate 
was adjourned, those present shall have the power 
to send the Scrgeant-at-Arms, or other officer, 
after the absentees and coin\^c\ \,\iO;vt viW^^^-ax^^^.

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RULES OF THE SENATE. 


5. 


Whenever the Senate shall assemble, accord- 
ing to adjournment, or at the commencement oi 
a session, and the President shall be absent, it 
shall be the duty of the Secretary, if present, ii 
not, of a Senator, to call to order ; and the Sen- 
ators present, if a quorum, shall, by ballot, elect 
a president pro tempore. 

6. 

No Senator shall be absent without leave, un- 
less he is sick or otherwise necessarily detained. 

7. 

No Senator shall audibly speak to another, or 
otherwise interrupt the business of the Senate, 
while the journals or other public papers are 
being read, or while a Senator is orderly speak- 
ing in debate. 

8. 

Every Senator, when he speaks, shall, stand- 
ing in his place, address the President, and when 
he has finished, shall sit down. 

9. 

No member shall speak more than twice on 
the same question, without leave of the Senate ; 
and Senators who have once spoken shall not 
again be entitled to the floor, (except for the 
purpose of explanation,) to the exclusion oi 
another who has not spoken. 

10. 

In all cases, the Senator flrst rising and ad- 
dressing the President, (subject to restriction oi 
rule 9,) shall be entitled to the floor, and when 
two or more arise at the same time, the Presi- 
dent shall name the one who is to speak. 

11. 

When a Senator shall be called to order, he 
shall sit down ; and every question of ordei 
shall he decided by the President without de- 
bate, subject to an appeal to the Senate. 
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12. 

If a Senator be called to order for words spo- 
ken, the exceptionable words shall be immedi- 
ately taken down in writing by the Senator 
calling to order, that the President may be bet- 
ter enabled to judge of the matter. 

13. 
The first hour of each morning's sitting may 
be devoted to the reception and disposal of peti- 
tions, memorials and remonstrances, motions, 
resolutions, and the introduction of bills ; after 
which, the orders of the day, or other proper 
business, shall be announced, always commenc- 
ing with the unfinished business of the last sit- 
ting. The first hour of the afternoon's sitting 
may be occupied in receiving and disposing of 
reports of committees, and in completing the 
business of the morning hour ; at the expiration 
of which, the Senate will again take up the or- ^^ 
ders of the day. 

14. 
Reports of committees may be signed by any 
member in behalf of the committee, and shall be 
by him presented to the Senate, when the call 
for reports is made. The signer of each report 
shall be held responsible for the accurany of its 
statements and the propriety of its language, and 
when the same shall be under consideration, he 
shall be further liable to give additional state- 
ments of facts or other explanations in answer 
to the call of any Senator. 

15. 
The proceedings of the Senate, except when 
acting as in Committee of the Whole, embracing 
the titles of bills and such parts thereof as may 
be affected by proposed amendments, and also, 
the names of Senators, and the votes which they 
give on every question decided by yeas and nays, 
r5 
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shall be by the Secretary accurately and con- 
cisely inserted in the Journal. 

16. 
The Senate shall annually, ^Yithin the first four 
days of actual sitting, elect, by ballot, (and a 
majority of all present shall be necessary to a 
choice,) a Secretary, and an Assistant Secretary, 
who shall be ex-officio engrossing clerk, who shall 
be severally sworn to the faithful discharge of 
their duties, and shall hold said offices until su- 
perseded by a new election. The Senate shall 
also, within the same time, elect the following 
Standing Committees, to consist of three mem- 
bers each, to wit:

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by 
the mover, if required thereto by the President 
or a Senator ; and a motion to lay another mo- 
L^ tion, the latter not being in writing, on the table, 
^ or otherwise to dispose of it, shall not be in 
I order. 
• 21. 

Every bill shall receive three readings before 
I it is passed ; the President shall give notice at 
each reading whether it be the first, second, or 
third ; the last of which reading of public bills 
shall be at least twenty-four hours after the first 
, reading, unless the Senate unanimously direct 
otherwise : Provided, that private bills shall be 
read the second time by their title. Resolutions 
requiring the approbation and signature of the 
Governor shall be treated in all respects as bills ; 
and the third reading of all bills of a public na- 
ture shall be ordered for some particular day. 

22. 
On motion of a Senator, public bills, after the 
second reading, may be referred to a Committee 
of the Whole.

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23. 
The final question upon the second reading of 
every bill which originated in the Senate shall 
be, '' Shall this bill be engrossed and read the 
third time ? '' No amendment shall be received 
at the third reading, but. it may be committed 
for amendment at any time before its final pas- 
sage. 

24. 
Motions on bills and resolutions shall be sus- 
tained in the following order : 1. To postpone . 
indefinitely. 2. To lay upon the table. 3. To 
commit. 4. To amend. 

25. 
A call for the previous question shall not at 
any time be in order. A motion to adjourn 
shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

26. 
y^ If the question in debate contains several 

\p points, the same may be divided on the demand 
of a Senator. A motion to strike out and insert 
shall not be divided, but the rejection of a mo- 
tion to strike out and insert one proposition shall 
not preclude a motion to strike out and insert a 
different one, or a motion simply to strike out ; 
nor shall the rejection of a motion simply to 
strike out, prevent a subsequent one to strike 
out and insert. 

27. 
In filling blanks the largest sum and the long- 
est time shall be first in order. 

28. 
When the reading of a paper is called for, and 
the same is objected to by a Senator, the ques- 
tion shall be determined by a vote of the Senate. 

29. 
The yeas and nays shall be taken on the call 
of a Senator, and every Senator present shall 


*v 
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vote unless excused by the Senate ; but no Sen- 
ator shall be compelled to vote who was absent 
when the question was stated by the President, 
nor shall any one be permitted to vote who was 
absent when his name was called, nor after the 
decision of the question has been announced 
from the chair. 

30. 
No Senator in the minority, nor one who did 
not vote on the decision of a question, shall have 
I a right to move a reconsideration thereof ; nor 
I shall any motion for reconsideration be in order 
I unless made before the close of the next day of 
I actual sitting of the Senate, after that in which 
j the vote was taken, and before the bill, resolu- 
r ^ion, report, amendment, address or motion, up- 
I on which the vote was taken, shall, in the regu- 
lar progress of business, have gone out of the 
1^ possession of the Senate.

On all questions, in the decision of which a 
simple majority is required, when the Senate is 
equally divided, the Secretary shall take the cast- 
ing vote of the President. In all such cases, a 
motion for reconsideration, if made in time, shall 
be in order from any Senator who voted on the 
question.

The President shall have the right to call upon 
any Senator to discharge the duties of the Chair, 
whenever he shall find it necessary temporarily 
to retire ; but such substitution shall not extend 
beyond more than one adjournment.

The Senate having taken the final vote on any 
question, the same shall not again be in order 
during the same session, in any form whatever,

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motion for reconsideration has been decided, 
that decision shall not be reconsidered. 

34. 
No proposition to amend the rules of the Sen- 
ate, or the joint rules of both houses, shall be 
acted on until the same shall have been before 
the Senate at least twenty-four hours. 

35. 
Messages shall be sent to the House of Repre- 
sentatives by the Secretary or Assistant Secretary. 

36. 
Reporters may be placed on the floor of the 
Senate, uilder the direction of the Secretary, with 
the approbation of the President. 

37. 
No person shall be admitted within the lobby 
of the Senate Chamber, except the Governor, 
Treasurer of the State, Auditor of Accounts, 
I members of the other House, Judges of the Su- 
^v preme Court, Circuit Judges, Senators and Rep- 
^ resentatives in Congress, Ex-Governors and 
i Lieut. Governors, Ex-Judges of the Supreme 
Court, Ex-Senators of the State Senate, District 
Judge and Attorney of the United States, mem- 
bers of other State Legislatures, Clerk and As- 
sistant Clerk of the House of Representatives, 
and the Secretary of Civil and Military Affairs, 
and such ladies and gentlemen as the President 
or a Senator may introduce. 

38. 
When in session the Senators shall sit with 
their heads uncovered. 

39. 
Upon any disorderly conduct in the gallery, 
the President may order the same to be cleared. 

40. 
Whenever a bill or resolution is laid on the 
table, by order of the Senate, and shall have re- 
mained on the table twenty-four hours, it shall 
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be subject to be taken up by the Chair, and pre- 
sented for the consideration of the Senate, with- 
out a call or order on the subject. 

41. 
There shall be one Door-Keepcr and one As- 
sistant Door-Keeper of the Senate ; and the Sec- 
retary may appoint a boy to attend in the Senate 
Chamber. 

42. 

CHOICE OF SEATS. 

At nine o'clock on the morning of the tirst day 
of the session, and before the Senate shall be 
called to order, the Secretary shall place in a box, 
prepared for the purpose, fourteen ballots, desig- 
nating by name the several counties in the State, 
and shall proceed to draw therefrom, impartially, 
one ballot at a time, until all are drawn. And 
as each ballot in drawn, the Senator or Senators,

Regulations, says : "Unsealed circu- 
lars, adyertisements, business cards, transient news- 
papers, and every other article of transient printed mat- 
ter, [books excepted,] are chargeable with one cent post- 
age each, to be prepaid by postage stamps."

Joint Rules 

OF THK 

Senate and House of Bepresentatives. 



1. A Joint Assembly shall be formed by a Un- 
ion of the Senate and House of Representatives 
in the Hall of the latter, at such time and for 
such specific purpose only, as may be expressed 
in a concurrent resolution of both Houses ; and 
may adjourn from time to time during the ses- 
sion of the General Assembly ; and the Secre- 
tary of State, or in his absence the Secretary of 
the Senate, shall officiate as Clerk of every Joint 
Qi Assembly. 

r^ 2. The proceedings of every Joint Assembly, '^ 

I ^ including the resolution ordering the same, shall 
be recorded by the Clerk in a book kept for that 
purpose, which shall be preserved in the office 
of the Secretary of State, a copy of which shall 
be furnished to the Governor by the Secretary 
of State, and shall also be published with the 
Journal of the proceedings of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

3. The rules of the Senate, as far as applicable, 
shall be observed in regulating the proceedings 
of every Joint Assembly. 

4. A joint committee of thee Senators and 
three Representatives shall be appointed by the 
presiding officers of the two Houses respectively, 
to whom may be referred all documents trans- 
mitted by the Governor for the use of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, who shall report thereon to that 
House from which they were received.

5. The committees of the Senate and House of 

I Kepresentatives, to whom the same subject mat- 

I ter shall have been referied, may, for the pur- 

j pose of facilitating business, meet together as a 

I joint committee, and make a joint or separate

6. In every case of disagreement between the 
Senate and House of Representatives, if either 
shall request a conference and appoint a commit- 
tee for that purpose, and the other House shall 
also appoint a committee on its part, such com- 
mittee shall meet at a convenient hour, to be 
agreed upon by their chairman, in the conference 
room, and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, the reasons of each House for its vote 
on the subject matter of disagreement, confer 
freely thereon, and make a report of their doings 
to their respective Houses as soon as may be. 

7. Committees of Conference shall consist of 
an equal number from each House, and shall re- 
turn the papers referred to them to that House 
which last voted upon the subject matter of dis- 
agreement. 

8. After each House shall have adhered to the 
vote of disagreement, a bill or resolution shall 
be lost. 

9. When bills and resolutions are on their 
passage between the two Houses, they shall be 
verified by the attestation of the Secretary or 
Clerk of each House respectively, and all joint 
resolutions ^shall be fairly engrossed, after their 
passage, in the House in which they originate, 
and shall, when finally passed, be signed by the 
presiding officer of both Houses in the same 
manner as bills.

JOINT RULES 

OF TlIK 

SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


1 . A Joint Assembly shall be formed by a Union of 
the Senate and House of Representatives in the Hall 
of the latter, at such time and for such specific purpose 
only, as may be expressed in a concurrent resolution of 
both Houses ; and may adjourn from time to time during 
the session of the General Assembly. The President of 
the Senate shall in all cases preside over, and the Secre- 
. tary of State, or in his absence, the Secretary of the 
J2^ Senate, shall officiate as Clerk of every Joint Assem- 

'^ 2. The proceedings of every Joint Assembly, includ- 

ing the resolution ordering the same, shall be recorded 
by the Clerk in a book kept for that purpose, which 
shall be preserved in the office of the Secretary of 
State, a copy of which shall be furnished to the Gov- 
ernor by the Secretary of State, and shall also be pub- 
lished with the Journal of the proceedings of the House 
of Representatives. 

;5. The rules of the Senate, as far as applicable, shall 
be observed in regulating the proceedings of every 
Joint Assembly. 

4. A joint committee of three Senators and three 
Representatives shall be appointed by the presiding 
officers of the two Houses respectively, to whom may 
be referred all documents transmitted by the Governor 
for the use of the General Assembly, who shall report 
thereon to that House from which they were received. 

o. The committees of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, to whom the same subject matter shail

6. In every case of diBagrccnicnt bctvfeeii the Sen- 
ate and House of Itepreecntativos, if eitlicr shall re- 
quest a conference and appoint a committee for tJiat 
pnrpose, and the other House shall also appoint a, com- 
mittee on its part, such committee shall meet at a con- 
venient hour, to be agreed upon by their chairman, in 
the conference room, and state to each other, verbally 

' in writing, tlic I'eaaons of each House for its vote on 
c subject matter of disagreement, confer freely thei*- 
, and make a report of their doings to their respec- 
live Houses as soon as may be. 

7. Coromittees of Coufeteucc sliail consist of an 
ei{ual number from each House, and shall I'ctura the 
papers referred to tiiom to that House vrhich last voted 
upon the subject matter of disagreement. 

8. After eacli House shall have adhered to the vole 
of diaagrooment, a bill or rosohition shall be lost. 

9. When Mils and resolutions are on their passage 
between the two Houses, they shall be verifieu by the 
attcBtation of the Secretary or Clerk of eacli House 
respectively, aod all joint resolutions shall be fairly en- 
grossed, after their passage, in the Jfousc in which they 
originate, and shall, when iinally passed, bo signed by 
the presiding odiccr of both Houses in the same man- 
ner as bills. 

10. After bills have passed both Houses, and a eer- 
tilicate showing the one in which they respeetivcly 
originated has been duly endorsed tliereon, they shall 
bo delivered to a joint standing committee of two Sen- 
ators and two members oftheHous<^of Krcprescntatives, 
to be appointed by the presiding ol&eersoftlie two Houses 
respectively, and to bo designated the Cammillee on 
Bills, who shall make careful examination, and see that 
they are correctly engrossed, and when satisfied of their 
accuracy, shall present them, first to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and then to tlierresidentof 
the Senate, tor their official signatures, and having ob- 
tained them, they shall forthwi^ deliver them to the Uot- 
emoT for his approval, and shall make a true report to 

AoCA Houses of the day on which audi bill "wm Ae\v7«t- 
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ed to the Governor, which shall be duly entered upon 
the Journal of each House. 

11. A joint committee of two Senators and two Rep- 
resentatives shall be appointed by the presiding officers 
of the two Houses respectively, at the commencement 
of the session, t© be designated the Committee on Joint 
Rules. 

12. When a bill or resolution, which shall have 
passed one House, is rejected in the other, notice 
thereof shall be given to the House in which the same 
shall have passed ; and all such rejected bills or resolu- 
tions, with the accompanying papers, shall be returned 
to, and left in, the custody of the House which first 
acted on them. 

13. Each House, shall transmit to the other all papers 
on which any bill or resolution shall be founded ; and 
should any bill or resolution pass both Houses, the 
same papers shall be delivered to the Governor. 

11. No bill, which shall have passed one House, 
JJ shall be sent for concurrence to the other, on the last 
P^ day of the session. 

I 15. The final adjournment of the General Assembly 

shall be fixed at an hour between two and nine o'clock 
in the afternoon.

REPORTS. 

Sec. 36. 

Keports of Committees may be signed by any mem- 
ber in behalf of the committee, and may ]>e made to the 
House by any member of the committee, by laying 
the same on the Speaker's table during the afternoon 
hour. The signer of each report shall be held respon- 
sible for the accuracy of its statements, and the propri- 
ety of its language, and when the same shall be under 
consideration, he shall be further liable to answer all 
proper calls of any member of the House for additional 
statements of facts. 

Sec. 37. 

All bills and other matters reported to the House by 
committees, requiring the action of the House, shall be 
taken up and considered in the same order in which 
they are reported, unless the House should otherwise 
direct. 
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Sec. 38. 

All incidental questions of order arising after a mo- 
tion is made for the previous question, and pending 
such motion, shall be decided, whether on appeal, or 
otherwise, without debate. 

prikting. 

Sec. 39. 

After the second reading of all bills of a public 
character, the clerk shall cause not less than three hun- 
dred copies of the same to be forthwith printed for the 
us(*. of tne members of the General Assembly. 

Sec. 40. 

Each and every member shall immediately alter the 
election of speaker and clerks, and taking the oalhs re- 
quired by the constitution, subscribe to the same in a 
book, to be prorided by the clerk for that purpose. 
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Bules and By-Laws of the State Library.

1. The Library shall be kept open each day, at suit- 
able hours, of the session of e\ery Legislature and 
Constitutional Convention, when the Librarian or his 
Assistants shall be present. And no person shall be 
allowed access to the Library at any time except in the 
presence of the Librarian or Assistants. 

2. Books may be taken from the Library by the 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor ; Secretary of Civil 
and Military Affairs ; Members of the Senate and House 
and their Clerks ; Members of the Constitutional Con- 
vention and its Clerks ; Heads of Departments ; Judges 
of the Supreme Court ; Trustees of the Library ; Sec- 
retary and Members of the Board of Education. 

B. The right to take and keep books by the Mem- 
bers and Clerks of a Legislature, or Constitutional 
.Convention, is limited to the time said Legislature or 
Convention may be in session, and no other person 
shall keep a book from the Library more than twenty 
days. 

4. The Librarian shall keep records in which he 
shall enter all books taken from the Library ; and eve- 
ry person taking a book shall be responsible for its re- 
turn a|preeablv to the rules of the Library, until the 
Librarian shafl cancel the charge. And no book shall 
be taken from the Library until the same has been so 
charged. 

•5. Every book placed on the shelves of the JAhr&ry 
shall be stamped on the outside and inside, when prac- 
ticable, with the words ''Vermont State Library,^^ in 
such a manner as to be indelibly inscribed. 

6. The Librarian in suitable books shall keep a 
record of all the transactions of the Library in the 
purchase and exchange o! \)Oo\l*, wv^ ^vi ^\ ^ '^^ 
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expenses of the Librarj', for. the exarainalion of the 
Tniatoes unci the Committee on the Library. 

7. The Librarian in the discharge of lii.s iluties 
shall in all matters be subject to the control of the 
Trustees of the Library, and shall keep a full rcporil of 
all their proceedings. 

«. The Library and Library Booms shall he under 
the control and charge of the Librarian, and he shall 
carefully preserve the books and all other property be- 
longing to the Library ; and if any loss or damage to 
the same shall happen from his ivant of care, or any 
yiolation hi the rules of the Lihraiy by lum permitted, 
he shall be personally responsible for me sanie. 

!l. If on notice to any person tliat tiie time for 
which any book or books have been drawn from the 
Library by such person, has expired, Euch person shall 
neglect to return such book or books to llie Lit)rory 
for more than three days after such notice, such person 
be liable to pay to the State double the value of such 
book or boots, which value shall be estimated at the 
cost of replacing the same. 

10. If any person shall tiike from the Library any 
book or other article belonging to the same, -without : 
being properly authorized so to do, such person shall 
be liable to pay to the State double the vrluu of such 
book or other article, and also sh.ill pay a penally of 
len dollars. 

11. If any person shall have in his possession any * 
book or other article belonging to the Library, and 
sliall neglect to return the same to the Library on de- 
maud, such person shall be liable to pay to the State 
double the value of such book or other artiule, ouU also 

a penalh' of t«ii dollars. 

12. If any book shall be dainagud ivtulu the samu 
shall bo drawn from tlic Library by any person, such 
person shall be liable to pay to tlie Stalo llie iiuiouiii 
of such damage. 
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
